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Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  12,  1908. 

To  the  Officers  and  Representatives  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention 
of  United  Mine  Workers  of  America,  District  No.  13,  now  assem- 
bled.— Greeting : 

i ; ... 

Following  the  usual  custom,  and  for  the  last  time  as  President  of 
our  Organization,  I herewith  submit  a summary  report  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Organization,  and  shall  endeavor  to  be  as  brief  as  possible  in  order 
that  I may  not  burden  the  proceedings  with  anything  of  a superfluous 
nature. 

The  scale  period  now  drawing  to  a close  .has,  in  my  humble  judg- 
ment, been  fairly  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  Two  years  ago  when  we 
were  deliberating  upon  a wage  scale  the  conditions  were  anything  but 
favorable.  The  disagreement  of  the  Interstate  Joint  Scale  Conference 
and  the  policy  outlined  by  the  Miners’  Convention,  then  in  session,  creat- 
ed widespread  comment,  many  contending  that  the  policy  adopted  by  the 
above  mentioned  convention  was  fraught  with  a good  deal  of  hazard 
to  the  miners’  interests,  while  the  employers  in  many  instances  roundly 
condemned  it,  because,  as  they  termed  it,  the  miners  through  their  action 
had  dissolved  the  joint  interstate  movement. 

You  will  recollect  that  considerable  trouble  was  experienced  in  Iowa 
before  we  were  able  to  effect  a settlement,  but  I am  glad  to  say  that  our 
district  was  the  first  of  the  many  whose  agreements  expired  on  April  1st 
to  secure  a settlement,  carrying  with  it  every  provision  laid  down  by  the 
Indianapolis  meeting.  Other  states  were  not  so  fortunate  in  this  respect, 
as  many  of  them  were  on  strike  for  months  after  April  1st,  but  since  the 
settlement  above  mentioned,  the  condition  of  the  Organization  every- 
where, in  so  far  as  I am  able  to  judge,  has  been  fairly  satisfactory,  as 
the  reports  of  our  International  Officers  would  so  indicate.  The  miners 
and  operators  of  Iowa  have  no  valid  reason  to  complain  of  the  conditions 
that  have  prevailed  during  the  scale  period  now  terminating. 

The  policy  adopted  by  your  officers  and  scale  committee  two  years 
ago,  wherein  we  maintained  our  relationship  with  the  Operators’  Asso- 
ciation of  Iowa,  instead  of  resorting  to  local  settlements  wherever  opera- 
tors might  desire  us  to  do  so.  nroved  not  only  helpful  to  the  miners  but 
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productive  of  equal  good  to  the  operators,  notwithstanding  many  promi- 
nent operators,  who  in  former  years  had  exercised  every  reasonable  ef- 
fort to  perfect  an  agreement,  were  found  in  this  time  obstinate  and  en- 
deavoring to  prolong  matters  in  the  hope  of  deferring  a settlement  in  our 
district  until  other  states  would  have  adjusted  their  grievances.  You 
will  remember  that  our  mines  all  suspended  work  on  March  31,  1906, 
and  remained  so  until  April  17th,  when  a scale  was  jointly  ratified  and 
gradually  the  industry  began  to  assume  its  normal  condition.  Up  until 
very  recently  the  mines  of  Iowa  have  enjoyed  their  share  of  the  coal 
trade,  and  notwithstanding  the  differences  existing  at  that  time  and  the 
contention  of  both  parties,  I feel  that  no  mistake  was  made  when  we 
entered  into  the  agreement  that  provided  for  industrial  peace  for  two 
years. 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

There  have  been  six  sessions  of  the  Executive  Board  since  our  last 
Convention.  At  four  of  these  we  met  the  operators  in  joint  session  to 
consider  matters  of  importance,  all  of  which  are  fully  covered  by  the 
circulars  issued  from  time  to  time,  and  which  will  be  incorporated  in 
our  proceedings. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Early  last  spring  your  district  auditor,  W.  C.  Sharpe,  tendered  his 
resignation  to  take  effect  as  soon  as  possible.  Brother  Sharpe  resigned 
to  engage  in  business  in  Illinois.  His  resignation  was  accepted  and 
Brother  Harry  Bowe  of  Hocking  was  appointed  to  fill  out  the  unexpired 
term,  said  appointment  having  been  ratified  by  the  Executive  Board. 

David  J.  James,  district  auditor  from  Sub-District  No.  3,  also  ten- 
dered his  resignation  on  account  of  ill  health  to  take  effect  at  once.  His 
resignation  was  accepted  and  Brother  Andrew  Denholm  of  Colfax  was 
appointed  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term,  said  appointment  having  been 
ratified  by  the  Board. 

We  very  much  regretted  to  lose  the  services  of  these  two  capable 
and  competent  auditors,  as  we  had  always  fqund  them  painstaking  in 
their  work,  and  men  of  marked  ability,  but  in  appointing  their  successors 
we  feel  sure  that  we  secured  two  thorough,  competent  and  diligent  men 
to  perform  the  duties  of  this  important  office. 

HOME  FOR  AGED  MINE  WORKERS. 

At  our  last  Annual  Convention,  and  in  my  report  to  said  meeting,  I 
recommended  the  establishment  of  a home  for  aged  and  dependent  mine 
workers.  The  proceedings  will  show  that  that  Convention  provided  for 
the  creation  of  a commission  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  same  to 
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the  rank  and  file.  The  committee  was  to  consist  of  one  member  from 
each  sub-district,  and  the  president,  vice  president  and  secretary-treas- 
urer. The  committee  met  at  headquarters  on  April  4,  the  following  mem- 
bers present.  John  P.  White,  W.  W.  White,  Edwin  Perry,  Fred  Cousins, 
Sub-district  1;  Geo.  O.  Terrell,  Sub-district  2;  L.  P.  Joyce,  Sub-district 
3,  and  Wm.  Heslop,  Sub-district  4.  The  committee  organized  with  John 
P.  White,  Chairman,  and  Edwin  Perry,  Secretary,  and  after  a very  thor- 
ough discussion  of  this  important  matter  the  full  committee  visited  Col- 
fax, Iowa,  and  inspected  the  Colfax  Sanitarium,  which  was  offered  for 
sale. 

At  this  meeting  John  P.  White  and  L.  P.  Joyce  were  appointed  as  a 
sub-committee,  to  solicit,  if  possible,  other  propositions,  and  report  the 
same  to  the  general  committee.  Several  propositions  were  investigated, 
and  on  April  25th  your  committee  was  called  together  again,  and  the 
general  committee  inspected  the  property  located  near  the  Fair  Grounds 
at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  which  had  been  used  for  a sanitarium,  and  after  a 
very  careful  investigation  of  the  grounds,  building,  machinery  and  the 
entire  equipment,  the  committee  unanimously  voted  to  recommend  the 
purchase  of  said  property.  The  consideration  was  $25,000  cash,  with  a 
deposit  of  $1,000  down,  to  be  forfeited  in  the  event  our  people  refused 
to  concur  in  the  committee’s  recommendations.  I shall  not  take  the  time 
to  explain  in  detail  or  attempt  to  describe  this  proposition,  as  that  would 
require  too  much  of  your  time,  but  Circular  No.  3,  which  will  be  found 
elsewhere  supplementing  this  report  can  be  readily  referred  to,  and  gives 
a minute  detail  of  anything  of  importance  in  connection  with  this  laud- 
able enterprise.  The  matter  was  submitted  for  a referendum  vote  to  all 
of  our  local  unions  on  May  11th.  The  propositions  submtited  to  them  to 
vote  upon  were  as  follows: 

First — Shall  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  purchase  the  plant, 
building,  etc.,  at  a cost  of  $25,000? 

Second — Shall  the  Committee  be  empowered  to  draft  rules,  regula- 
tions and  laws  to  govern  the  institution,  and  also  act  as  a Board  of  Trus- 
tees until  our  next  annual  convention  in  March,  1908? 

Third — Shall  said  prospective  trustees  be  empowered  to  hire  all 
necessary  help;  provide  funds  to  defray  all  expenses  for  salaries  and 
supplies  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  said  institution? 

The  vote  of  each  local  union  was  to  be  returned  to  the  District  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer not  later  than  May  18,  1907. 

On  May  22d  the  special  committee  reconvened  in  the  city  of  Des 
Moines  and  canvassed  the  vote.  The  returns  showed  that  85  locals  had 
reported,  and  5 did  not  participate.  The  total  vote  cast  was  7,275.  Num- 
ber of  votes  cast  for  the  proposition,  3,384;  against  the  proposition, 
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3,891,  defeating  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  by  a majority  of 
507.  We  were  greatly  disappointed  as  a result  of  this  unfavorable  de- 
cision on  the  part  of  our  members,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  two  conven- 
tions had  given  expression  in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  an  institu- 
tion of  this  character. 

Many  of  our  members  voted  on  the  proposition,  anticipating  that  the 
establishment  of  an  institution  of  this  character  would  greatly  increase 
their  financial  burdens,  while  others  favored  different  plans  than  that 
submitted  by  the  committee.  However,  since  the  defeat  of  the  propo- 
sition I have  had  occasion  to  ascertain  to  a large  degree  the  real  senti- 
ment in  many  localities  on  this  important  matter,  and  I still  believe  that 
our  members  favor  some  plan  that  will  bring  the  best  results.  A good 
many  held  to  the  opinion  that  we  should  establish  a system  on  the  cot- 
tage plan,  rather  than  to  confine  our  efforts  to  the  establishment  of  one 
central  institution,  as  outlined  by  the  committee,  while  on  the  other 
hand  many,  who  did  not  concur  with  the  views  of  the  committee,  would 
have  done  so  had  it  been  generally  known  that  hospital  arrangements 
could  be  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  central  institution. 

I have  never  lost  faith  in  the  movmeent  for  to  provide  in  some  man- 
ner a place  of  refuge  for  aged  and  deserving  members,  while  I was  of 
the  opinion  that  the  proposition  submitted  by  the  committee,  aside  from 
the  bargain  it  carried,  should  have  been  adopted,  and  from  this  small 
beginning  great  results  could  have  been  accomplished.  Like  many  other 
great  movements  designed  for  our  betterment,  there  are  always  some 
who  can  object  to  the  propositions,  and  no  doubt  some  prejudice  was  en- 
countered in  certain  localities  against  the  proposition.  We  should  deter- 
mine here  and  now  in  our  convention  whether  or  not  we  should  give 
any  further  consideration  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  any  plan  for 
the  comfort  and  care  of  our  aged  and  homeless  members.  I have  on 
every  occasion  where  opportunity  presented  itself  endeavored  to  empha- 
size the  importance  of  erecting  some  such  institution,  believing  that  it 
would  be  a laudable  work  for  our  people  to  engage  in,  and  would  be  an 
additional  step  in  insuring  the  permanency  of  our  organization,  all  of 
which  I have  never  questioned. 

On  so  many  occasions  during  my  official  career  have  I observed  the 
need  of  an  institution  of  this  kind.  Quite  frequently  appeals  are  made 
to  your  executive  officers  to  assist  unfortunate  members  and  provide  for 
their  comforts,  and  investigation  on  the  part  of  any  one  will  disclose 
the  fact  that  we  are  in  great  need  of  some  such  institution  rather  than 
see  our  members,  above  referred  to,  consigned  to  a public  establishment 
for  the  support  of  the  poor,  where  so  many  of  our  aged  and  deserving 
members  are  compelled  to  seek  a retreat.  If  the  members  of  our  or- 
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agnization  are  sincere  in  their  advocacy  of  this  work,  which  I trust  they 
are,  we  should  at  this  time  definitely  decide  what  we  contemplate  doing 
towards  the  consummation  of  this  great  enterprise.  I believe  there  has 
been  sufficient  agitation  to  give  our  members  everywhere  a working 
idea  as  to  the  needs  and  requirements  of  this  matter,  and  if  it  is  your 
judgment  that  you  would  look  with  more  favor  upon  the  cottage  plan 
than  the  central  institution,  which  your  committee  favored,  then  you 
ought  to  now  provide  the  ways  and  means  to  carry  into  effect  the  plan 
or  proposition  that  meets  your  favorable  consideration.  I would  welcome 
the  establishment  of  either  system,  and  I have  no  hesitancy  in  saying 
that  ample  funds  can  be  readily  found  to  maintain  either  system,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  that  this  Convention  definitely  decide  our  course 
in  this  matter. 

At  the  last  annual  convention  your  executive  officers  were  instructed 
to  contract,  if  possible,  with  hospitals  for  the  care  of  our  injured  mem- 
bers. In  connection  with  this  important  matter  I desire  to  say  that  we 
had  hoped  that  if  our  proposition  for  the  purchase  of  the  Des  Moines 
sanitarium  had  been  approved  of  by  the  membership  that  we  could  have 
established  hospital  services  in  connection  with  the  Aged  Home,  but  in- 
asmuch as  the  work  of  the  committee  proved  fruitless  of  practical  results 
the  matter  of  contracting  for  hospital  services  for  our  injured  members, 
as  much  as  we  see  the  present  need  of  the  same  was  discontinued. 

MACHINE  MINING. 

I desire  to  mention  this  question  briefly,  as  in  all  probability  your 
scale  committee  will  be  called  upon  to  fix  a scale  for  the  various  classes 
of  labor  incident  to  machine  mining,  and  while  machine  mining  has  not 
assumed  very  great  proportions  in  our  district,  yet  there  is  a probability 
that  the  future  will  witness  a more  extensive  use  of  mining  machines, 
and  as  they  have  a direct  bearing  on  the  wages  paid  to  pick  miners,  your 
scale  committee  at  the  present,  and  in  future  years,  must  guard  care- 
fully the  introduction  of  mining  machines.  In  the  Mystic  field,  in  Sub- 
district No.  1,  mining  machines  have  been  in  use  for  a number  of  years. 
Your  seal  ecommittee  for  several  years  has  found  it  very  difficult  to  ad- 
just the  prices  and  conditions  governing  this  class  of  labor,  and  has 
never  been  able  to  satisfy  our  own  people  that  the  basis  provided  for  in 
our  several  agreements  has  been  equitable  and  just,  and  in  recent  years 
I have  given  more  or  less  thoughtful  consideration  to  the  subject,  and 
am  thoroughly  convinced  in  my  own  mind  that  their  contentions  were 
well  founded.  In  all  my  years  of  experience,  companies  operating  these 
machines  have  been  continually  asking  for  more  consideration  for  the 
machines  than  what,  in  my  humble  judgment,  they  were  entitled  to. 
Yet,  when  we  manifested  our  protest  against  these  constant  encroach- 
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ments,  which  were  not  only  unfair  to  the  miner  and  the  men  who  worked 
around  the  machine,  but  were  equally  unfair  to  the  pick  mine  operator, 
we  were  frequently  accused  of  being  prejudiced  against  labor  saving 
machinery.  On  more  than  one  occasion  we  have  expressed  our  opinions 
on  this  vital  matter,  and  we  believe  now,  as  we  have  always  done  in  the 
past,  that  labor  saving  machinery  has  come  to  stay,  but  the  experience 
that  we  have  had  with  it  in  Iowa,  although  of  small  importance  as  com- 
pared with  other  states,  convinces  me  that  they  are  a source  of  trouble 
and  continued  annoyance,  because  those  who  seek  to  install  them  are 
usually  found  wanting  an  extraordinary  advantage  over  the  pick  oper- 
ator and  the  pick  miner.  If  there  is  one  thing  above  another  that  would 
have  a tendency  to  arouse  hostility  towards  the  machine,  it  is  when  they 
seek  an  advantage  and  contend  for  an  unfair  basis  that  deprives  the 
pick  miner,  as  well  as  those  who  operate  the  machines,  of  their  proper 
rights,  and  they  would  undoubtedly  find  us  opposing  the  machine  on 
such  a basis.  We  believe  with  all  competent  authority  that  labor  saving 
machinery,  when  operated  on  an  equitable  basis,  may  prove  a blessing, 
even  though  it  is  fast  dethroning  the  skilled  and  experienced  worker  for 
the  less  experienced  laborer,  but  when  operated  otherwise  they  prove  a 
curse. 

In  my  last  annual  report  attention  was  called  to  the  decision  ren- 
dered by  an  arbitrator  affecting  the  machine  operatives  in  the  first  sub- 
district, and  which  our  International  President  decided  we  were  duty 
bound  to  adhere  to.  The  decision  was  carried  out,  and  the  members  of 
our  local  union  in  that  community  adhered  to  it,  although  with  a great 
deal  of  reluctance,  and  shortly  afterwards  coal  companies  operating 
these  machines  in  this  district  abandoned  their  use,  claiming  in  some 
instances  that  the  continued  hostility  towards  them  was  a source  of  last- 
ing annoyance  and  rendered  the  machine  less  useful  than  in  former 
years. 

Not  knowing  whether  or  not  they  will  ask  consideration  of  a scale 
again  for  them,  but  anticipating  that  they  will,  we  should  be  prepared 
and  your  scale  committee  should  be  instructed  to  spare  no  effort  to  have 
these  as  well  as  all  other  machines  in  our  district  placed  on  their  proper 
relative  basis.  I might  add  in  connection  with  this  matter  that  since 
their  discontinuance  in  the  locality  referred  to  a greater  degree  of  har- 
mony has  prevailed  among  our  members  and  the  operators  than  at  any 
time  since  I have  been  an  officer  of  your  union,  demonstratnig  that  be- 
yond any  question  of  doubt,  and  supplementing  what  we  have  always 
contended,  that  the  machine  and  its  attendant  evils  were  the  serious  bone 
of  contention,  not  against  the  use  of  machines,  but  the  manner  and  way 
the  machine  was  used  against  our  interests. 
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At  several  places  in  Sub-districts  2 and  3 the  installation  of  cutting 
machines  has  been  introduced.  The  machines  are  known  as  the  Inger- 
soll-Rand  and  Whitcomb  types,  and  two  years  ago  when  we  were  per- 
fecting a wage  scale  the  Consolidation  Coal  Company  asked  that  a 
scale  be  made  for  these  types  of  machines  and  that  it  be  embodied  in 
the  contract.  Not  being  familiar  with  the  workings  of  these  machines, 
we  hesitated  to  incorporate  a scale  in  our  Agreement,  and  finally  suc- 
ceeded in  keeping  it  out  of  the  contract,  and  agreed  to  take  the  matter 
up  locally.  This  was  done,  and  on  May  3,  1906,  a local  agreement  was 
signed  by  the  Commissioner  and  myself  for  these  types  of  machines.  As 
you  will  understand,  they  are  cutting  machines,  and  by  the  terms  of  the 
above  mentioned  decision  their  operation  was  confined  to  entry  work, 
break-throughs  between  entries  and  room  turnings.  For  further  refer- 
ence to  this  matter  see  decision  on  pages  37  and  38,  of  Decisions  of 
Joint  Boards,  No.  1.  Since  the  signing  of  this  decision  several  com- 
panies have  attempted  to  install  these  machines,  all  with  the  under- 
standing that  they  would  confine  their  use  to  exactly  the  terms  of  the 
decision.  Recently,  however,  a deviation  was  asked  for  to  allow  them  to 
be  operated  in  developed  rooms.  This  I strenuously  opposed,  because  I 
feared  the  effect  of  such  an  unwarranted  departure.  . These  machines, 
when  applied  to  room  work  of  a developed  character,  are  not,  in  my 
judgment,  labor  saving  machines.  I was  roundly  criticized  for  my  re- 
fusal to  permit  them  to  operate  in  the  developed  rooms.  However,  I did 
modify  my  previous  decision  so  that  they  might  be  used  for  experimental 
purposes  only  in  places  that  were  considered  deficient  work,  provided, 
however,  that  all  those  who  operated,  as  well  as  those  who  loaded  after 
the  machines,  would  be  paid  by  the  day. 

The  machines  in  these  localities,  like  those  in  other  localities  in  Iowa, 
have  proven  a source  of  trouble  for  all  concerned,  as  men  will  not  and 
cannot  afford  to  work  after  them  on  the  tonnage  rate,  as  the  coal  is 
heavily  charged  with  powder,  and  as  a rule  both  side  shots  in  every 
cutting  are  blasted  at  the  one  time,  thereby  rendering  the  product  of 
little  or  no  value  to  the  loader,  who  must  depend  upon  his  wages  for  a 
livelihood,  and  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  I believe  it  to  be  expedi- 
ent and  the  part  of  wisdom  if  the  operators  of  our  district  wish  to  con- 
tinue the  use  of  these  types  of  machines  that  your  scale  committee  be 
instructed  to  have  all  the  operatives  paid  by  the  day  on  a satisfactory 
basis;  thus  insuring  every  worker  of  a fair  day’s  wages,  and  to  oppose 
their  introduction  into  developed  room  work,  for  if  it  is  conceded  that 
they  may  operate  in  normal  rooms,  I fear  the  consequences  will  be  far- 
reaching,  and  will  materially  affect  the  entire  mining  industry. 
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DEATH  AND  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

Within  the  year  there  have  been  159  death  claims  paid  to  the  legal 
heirs  of  our  deceased  members.  We  received  from  interest  $8,691.89; 
by  fines,  $2,159.22,  making  a total  of  $10,851.11.  As  you  will  under- 
stand, money  derived  from  the  above  named  sources  go  to  maintain  our 
Endowment  Fund.  It  became  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  to  appro- 
priate $5,048.89  from  the  general  fund. 

I have  no  recommendations  to  make  in  connection  with  this  fund.  I 
believe  our  members  everywhere  desire  its  continuance,  and  it  is  no  bur- 
den to  the  State  Organization  under  present  methods  to  meet  these  ob- 
ligations, and  it  certainly  proves  of  great  benefit. 

In  the  last  Annual  Convention  I reported  90  deaths,  but  that  report 
did  not  cover  an  entire  year,  as  the  Endowment  feature  of  our  Constitu- 
tion was  not  effective  until  April  1st,  and  in  reality  covered  only  a period 
of  about  ten  months,  while  the  figures  in  this  report  cover  a full  year. 


The  following  table  enumerates  the  number,  causes  and  the  per  cent 
of  the  various  causes  of  death:

The  figures  contained  in  the  foregoing  table  show  that  there  are  still 
too  many  accidents  in  the  mine,  and  we  should  by  all  means  put  forth 
every  effort  to  minimize  these  fatal  accidents  by  demanding  better  legis- 
lation and  a more  rigid  observance  of  the  laws  now  on  the  statute  books 
for  our  protection. 

The  increased  number  of  deaths  from  that  dreaded  malady  tubercu- 
losis is  alarming.  The  last  General  Assembly  of  Iowa  enacted  a law 
providing  for  the  erection  of  an  institution  for  the  prevention  and  cure 
of  this  dreadful  disease.  The  institution  is  to  be  erected  near  Iowa  City. 
The  Reverend  W.  A.  Kepford  has  been  appointed  state  lecturer.  Our 
local  unions  everywhere  should  give  some  time  and  consideration  to  the 
study  of  this  question,  for  if  we  expect  to  minimize  its  terrible  effects  it 
will  require  the  hearty  co-operation  of  every  one. 
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SICK  AND  ACCIDENT  FUND. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I might  add  that  on  numerous  oc- 
casions we  are  frequently  asked  why  the  state  organization  does  not  pro- 
vide a sick  and  accident  fund.  As  much  as  I see  the  need  of  something 
of  this  character  I do  not  feel  that  the  state  organization  should  be  bur- 
dened with  this  responsibility.  I do  believe,  however,  that  a uniform 
plan  might  be  adopted  wherein  each  local  union  could  provide  ways  and 
means  for  the  care  of  their  sick  and  injured  members.  In  fact,  several 
of  our  progressive  local  unions  have  such  a plan  that  is  thoroughly 
feasible,  and  has  proven  of  much  value,  while  other  localities  rely  on 
assisting  their  unfortunate  members  through  the  means  of  collections, 
which  at  the  best  are  not  very  popular,  as  a good  deal  of  criticism  and 
just  complaint  can  be  laid  against  this  form  of  assistance. 

The  Local  Unions  of  Ottumwa  and  Rutledge  have  organized  a Sick 
and  Accident  Fund  for  their  members,  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  a very 
good  one,  and  seems  to  have  met  a long  felt  want,  and  provides  reason- 
able relief  to  their  members  who  depend  upon  it  for  support  as  a result 
of  sickness  or  accident.  This  plan  was  adopted  in  1903,  and  from  my 
knowledge  of  its  entire  history  it  has  proven  very  satisfactory  and  I be- 
lieve our  local  unions  everywhere  could  well  afford  to  adopt  some  sim- 
ilar plan  for  the  benefit  of  their  members.  This  was  mentioned  at  our 
last  meeting,  but  it  seems  there  was  not  ample  consideration  given  to  this 
important  subject. 

ARBITRATION. 

Your  state  officers  and  board  members  have  found  it  necessary  to 
resort  to  arbitration  seven  times  during  the  year;  four  of  the  cases  being 
decided  in  our  favor  and  three  against  us.  Four  of  these  decisions  may 
be  found  on  pages  5,  13,  21  and  27  of  Decisions  of  Joint  Boards  No.  2. 
The  other  three  will  be  published  when  the  next  edition  of  decisions  are 
sent  out.  In  most  instances  these  decisions  are  of  vital  importance  and 
involve  a fundamental  principle  of  our  organization. 

MEMBERSHIP  AND  FINANCES. 

We  now  have  91  local  unions  in  the  district,  having  organized  five 
at  the  following  named  places:  Evansville,  High  Bridge,  Laneville,  Og- 
den and  Flint  Valley,  and  discontinued  6:  Coin,  New  Market,  Clarinda, 
Marquisville,  Hilton  and  Lost  Creek.

The  figures  above  show  the  excellent  condition  of  our  numerical 
strength.  The  Secretary-Treasurer’s  report,  to  which  your  attention  is 
invited,  clearly  demonstrates  the  sound  condition  of  the  organization, 
both  numerically  and  financially.  It  is  the  best  that  we  have  ever  been 
able  to  report,  and  I trust  that  no  adverse  legislation  will  be  enacted 
at  this  Convention  that  will  in  any  way  detract  from  the  proud  position 
that  we  now  occupy. 

DEFENSE  FUND. 

I would  recommend  that  our  defense  fund  be  continued  on  its  pres- 
ent basis. 

LEGISLATION. 

One  year  ago  we  had  pending  in  the  legislature  our  shot  firing  bill, 
which  had  passed  the  lower  house,  almost  unanimously,  and  was  pend- 
ing in  the  senate,  before  the  Mines  and  Mining  Committee,  when  we 
were  in  session  in  this  city.  We  finally  were  given  a hearing  before  the 
Committee  to  explain  why  we  desired  such  legislation.  A few  of  the 
members  on  that  committee  were  favorable  to  the  bill,  but  a majority 
of  them  opposed  it.  The  manner  and  way  they  defeated  this  bill  dem- 
onstrates beyond  any  question  of  doubt  that  they  displayed  little  or  no 
sympathy  with  the  measure.  We  were  not  even  able  to  learn  how  the 
committee  stood  on  this  important  measure.  When  they  came  to  vote 
upon  it,  I am  informed,  the  chairman  of  this  committee  canvassed  each 
member  separately  and  refused  to  divulge  how  the  several  members  had 
voted. 

We  were  also  unable  to  modify  the  law  in  regard  to  the  employ- 
ment of  boys  in  the  coal  mines,  the  operators  refusing  to  join  us  in  an 
amendment  to  raise  the  age  limit  to  16  years  throughout  the  entire  dis- 
trict. Instead  of  this  law  being  made  universal  it  is  still  somewhat 
complicated  in  its  operation.  Boys  are  permitted  to  work  in  the  mines 
in  the  First  and  Fourth  Sub-districts,  where  no  explosives  are  used  at 
the  working  face  at  the  age  of  14  years,  while  in  the  Second  and  Third 
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Sub-districts  they  must  attain  the  age  of  16  years  before  they  can  work 
at  the  face,  but  under  the  law  they  are  permitted  to  work  at  other  mis- 
cellaneous lines  of  labor  at  14  years  of  age.  In  view  of  the  fact  that 
our  Convention  at  Indianapolis  recently  reiterated  its  former  position  on 
this  important  question  and  again  recommended  that  we  strive  to  fix  the 
age  limit  at  16  years  when  boys  may  be  permitted  to  enter  the  mines, 
it  appears  to  me  now  to  be  our  plain  duty  to  endeavor  to  secure  this 
needed  reform.  There  being  no  session  of  the  legislature  this  winter 
the  incoming  executive  officers  should  be  instructed  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  secure  favorable  legislation  for  our  general  welfare,  for  it  is 
only  by  constant  agitation  and  the  united  strength  of  our  organization 
can  we  hope  to  secure  legislation  of  a beneficial  character,  and  we 
should  bend  all  of  our  energies  to  the  end  that  this  may  be  accom- 
plished. 

ONCE  A DAY  FIRING. 

I have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  we  still  continue  to  enjoy  this 
great  reform,  so  essential  to  the  general  health  and  welfare  of  our  peo- 
ple, and  each  year  finds  less  hostility  to  the  system  than  formerly,  dem- 
onstrating that  the  deep-seated  prejudice  existing  heretofore  against  this 
humane  reform  was  not  well  founded. 

We  have  sufficient  proof  at  our  command  to  emphasize  the  import- 
ance of  continuing  the  once  a day  firing,  as  the  productive  powers  of 
our  people  have  been  enhanced  by  this  method;  the  general  health  im- 
proved; the  fatal  and  non-fatal  accidents  have  been  greatly  reduced, 
which  are  abundant  reasons  why  no  attempt  should  be  made  on  the  part 
of  any  one  to  return  to  the  old  system. 

SHOT  EXAMINERS  AND  FIRERS. 

Under  the  law  and  the  agreement  the  operator  is  compelled  to  em- 
ploy shot  examiners,  who  in  almost  every  instance  act  as  shot  firers 
when  the  miner  employs  them.  I find  in  some  instances  that  neither  the 
operators  or  miners  are  doing  their  full  duty  toward  this  class  of  work- 
men, inasmuch  as  there  is  a constant  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  opera- 
tor in  small  mines  where  the  tonnage  does  not  warrant  their  employment 
on  full  time  to  barely  grant  sufficient  time  to  make  proper  examinations, 
thereby  endangering  the  life  of  the  shot  firer  to  a great  extent.  The 
miners  should  themselves,  without  any  argument  advanced  whatever, 
exercise  every  precaution  to  enhance  the  safety  of  the  men  who  fire  the 
shots.  And  again  many  shot  examiners  in  performing  their  duty  do  not 
make  their  examinations  rigid  enough  for  fear  of  offending  the  miner. 
Recently  several  shot  firemen  have  lost  their  lives  from  one  cause  or  an- 
other, and  it  occurs  to  me  that  greater  care  should  be  exercised  and 
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more  complete  co-operation  practiced  in  order  to  place  the  fullest  safe- 
guards around  those  who  fill  this  hazardous  occupation. 

ELECTRIC  SHOT  FIRING. 

On  account  of  the  numerous  explosions,  entailing  great  loss  of  life, 
in  the  mines  of  our  country,  a great  many  are  looking  forward  to  the 
time  when  all  blasts  will  be  ignited  by  electricity,  rendering  it  unneces- 
sary for  any  human  being  to  be  in  the  mine  at  the  time  of  firing  the 
shots.  Such  a device  has  been  installed  in  a mine  in  Tilden,  111.  The 
International  Convention  sent  a special  committee  to  investigate  its  oper- 
ation, and  that  committee  reported  back  to  the  Convenion  that  it  was 
a decided  success.  The  mines  at  Buxton,  Iowa,  are  being  equipped  with 
a device  for  the  firing  of  the  shots.  At  this  time  I am  not  prepared  to 
say  what  success  has  been  accomplished,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  all 
Mine  Workers  are  heartily  in  favor  of  any  scheme  or  device  that  will 
do  away  with  the  ruthless  slaughter  that  we  have  witnessed  in  recent 
years  in  the  mining  industry  of  this  country,  and  while  District  13  has 
reasons  to  congratulate  itself  that  since  the  inauguration  of  the  plan  now 
in  vogue  we  have  been  spared  these  fearful  calamities  that  have  shocked 
the  civilized  world,  and  while  we  have  not  made  it  possible  for  the  few 
lives  that  are  exposed  to  these  dangers,  in  case  they  occur,  to  be  spared, 
we  have  thrown  all  the  protection  around  them  that  it  is  possible  for  us 
to  do  under  the  present  system,  and  we  should  never  as  mine  workers 
knowingly  jeopardize  the  lives  of  those  men  who  perform  this  work,  and 
whenever  our  shot  examiners  call  for  rightful  restrictions  that  will  make 
these  shots,  in  their  judgment,  safe,  they  should  have  our  full  co-oper- 
ation, instead  of  criticism,  which  they  too  frequently  receive. 

DISCIPLINE. 

A subject  of  serious  concern  to  both  miners  and  operators  is  the 
too  frequent  shut-downs  that  occur  during  our  scale  periods.  Under  our 
agreement,  strikes  or  shut-downs  are  not  permitted  to  occur,  as  means 
are  provided  for  the  settlement  of  all  disputes  that  may  arise  in  connec- 
tion with  the  mining  industry.  While  no  serious  strike  can  be  recorded 
against  us  this  year,  nevertheless  at  different  times  and  places  shut- 
downs have  occurred,  which  caused  considerable  trouble.  As  much  as 
I discourage  this  evil  and  unwarranted  practice  on  the  part  of  the  min- 
ers, not  all  of  the  shut-downs  have  been  their  fault.  Some  operators 
place  no  limit  on  their  desire  to  antagonize  the  local  unions  by  continu- 
ing a practice  that  they  know  to  be  wholly  out  of  order  and  not  in  keep- 
ing with  the  Agreement,  but  they  expect  the  miners  to  endure  the  un- 
pleasantness that  follows  their  attitude  without  complaint.  And  then, 
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on  the  other  hand,  radical  members  of  our  Organization  are  not  content 
unless  they  have  the  entire  community  in  turmoil  over  some  frivolous 
affair  that  could  be  easily  adjusted  if  allowed  to  take  its  proper  course. 
In  all  my  years  of  service  I have  emphasized  the  necessity  of  maintain- 
ing our  contract  relations,  and  have  discouraged  this  evil  practice  in 
every  manner  and  way  that  I knew  how,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that  the 
discipline  of  our  local  unions  in  recent  years  has  greatly  improved,  and 
as  it  improves  higher  results  and  better  things  are  among  the  accom- 
plishments. I believe  I can  safely  say  with  pride  to  our  organization 
that  no  state  has  better  discipline  in  this  respect  than  has  District  13. 
This,  I believe,  will  be  conceded  by  the  operators.  But  they  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  existing  order  of  things  and  no  doubt  will  demand 
stringent  regulations  under  our  Joint  Agreement. 

Our  convention  should  go  on  record  and  emphasize  in  a forcible 
manner  the  necessity  of  upholding  our  contracts  and  forbidding  the  clos- 
ing down  of  mines  when  the  state  laws  are  not  being  violated,  and  it  is 
to  our  best  interests  that  we  do  everything  within  our  power  to  uphold 
our  contracts,  for  the  operators,  in  all  probability,  will  insist  on  rigid 
regulations,  which  they  know  to  be  utterly  repugnant  to  us.  The  past 
several  years  they  have  endeavored  to  have  incorporated  into  our  Agree- 
ment a heavy  financial  penalty  for  violations  of  the  contract,  and  the 
money  collected  from  such  fines  be  paid  to  their  treasury  to  reimburse 
the  operator  affected  by  such  shut-down.  Realizing  fully  the  import- 
ance of  good  discipline  I shall  advise  our  members  against  entering  into 
any  contract  such  as  I know  the  operator  will  want  in  this  respect.  As 
much  as  I see  the  need  of  some  reform  in  this  important  matter  I am 
not  willing  to  turn  our  organization  into  a means  of  oppression  to  its 
members.  We  can  avoid  this,  in  my  judgment,  if  we  do  not  counsel  or 
encourage  local  unions  in  this  evil  practice.  Therefore,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  our  members  everywhere  will  do  their  utmost  to  keep  the  mines  in 
operation. 

Your  state  officers  and  members  of  the  executive  board  have  been 
very  busily  engaged  throughout  the  year  in  adjustnig  disputes  referred 
to  them  from  time  to  time.  In  a great  many  instances,  I find  and  have 
reason  to  complain  that  our  local  officers  entertain  motions  in  their  local 
unions  that  are  in  direct  conflict  with  the  terms  of  the  Agreement.  In- 
stead of  suppressing  motions  which  invite  the  repudiation  of  our  con- 
tracts, they  are  allowed  to  prevail  and  thus  it  imposes  the  responsibility 
on  the  presiding  officer  to  carry  them  out,  which  if  they  had  been  care- 
fully considered  in  the  first  place  would  not  have  been  entertained.  Many 
of  our  official  disputes  are  the  results  of  such  method  of  procedure,  and 
when  we  decide  against  the  parties  at  interest  strong  criticism  for  our 
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official  acts  are  encountered  and  a general  tendency  to  ignore  the  advice 
and  decision  of  the  district  officers.  A local  president,  taking  especial 
pride  in  the  interest  of  his  organization  and  his  ability  to  conduct  the 
affairs  of  his  office  with  the  highest  credit  to  himself  and  his  constitu- 
ency, will  not,  if  he  understands  his  duty  well,  adopt  such  a policy  as 
that  mentioned  above.  However,  many  have  done  so,  rather  than  accept 
the  responsibility  of  advising  otherwise,  and  thus  sparing  themselves  the 
criticism.  On  the  other  hand,  I can  safely  appreciate  the  kind  co-opera- 
tion and  full  support  of  local  unions  and  their  officers  in  many  locali- 
ties, and  I am  deeply  indebted  to  them  for  the  manner  and  way  they 
have  transacted  the  business  entrusted  to  their  care,  and  usually  they 
are  among  the  localities  that  have  achieved  the  highest  results. 

DEFICIENT  WORK. 

I again  call  your  attention  to  the  question  of  deficient  work,  which 
is  one  of  the  vital  questions  confronting  the  officers  of  your  organiza- 
tion. In  view  of  the  fact  that  our  coal  veins  have  such  a large  amount 
of  impurities  in  them  it  is  safe  to  say  that  there  is  no  one  question  with 
which  your  officers  have  to  deal  that  occupies  so  much  of  their  time  and 
attention  as  does  the  settlement  of  deficient  work.  It  occurs  to  me  that 
some  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  Resolution  No.  10  of  the  Des  Moines 
Agreement  amended,  so  that  it  will  in  a measure  relieve  the  district  or- 
ganization from  participating  in  the  settlement  of  deficient  work.  My  ex- 
perience in  dealing  with  this  question  leads  me  to  the  positive  belief 
that  many  of  the  cases  that  find  their  way  to  the  District  Organization 
could  be  well  avoided  if  both  operators  and  miners  knew  that  the  same 
responsibility  was  imposed  upon  them  in  the  first  place  that  is  vested 
in  the  representatives  of  the  state  organization  and  the  Commissioner, 
but  under  the  present  method  the  miner  may  demand  and  the  operator 
exact  more  than  that  which  is  their  proper  due,  and  knowing  that  either 
can  refer  the  case  they  do  not  put  forth  that  serious  effort  that  should 
have  been  put  forth  to  avoid  a disagreement. 

I am  of  the  opinion  that  that  part  of  Resolution  No.  10,  where  it 
reads  that  the  dispute  shall  be  referred  to  the  District  President  and 
the  Operators’  Commissioner,  should  be  stricken  out  entirely  and  some 
plan  substituted  so  that  if  the  local  president  and  the  operaotr  affected 
cannot  agree  by  the  ton  or  yard,  that  a day  wage  should  be  provided, 
specifying  what  it  should  be  both  for  entry  and  room  work.  Whether 
or  not  we  would  be  able  to  bring  about  an  amendment  of  this  character, 
or  whether  it  would  meet  with  full  approval,  I am  unable  to  say,  but  I 
trust  that  the  scale  committee  will  be  empowered  to  amend  this  resolu- 
tion in  some  way  that  will  not  only  lessen  the  state  officers’  participation 
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in  these  disputes  but  will  give  more  adequate  protection  to  the  miners 
involved. 

During  the  last  year  we  have  put  forth  every  effort  possible  to  se- 
cure for  our  people  the  single  work  system,  and  I am  glad  to  say  that 
we  have  succeeded  fairly  well  in  convincing  the  operators  in  many  in- 
stances that  it  was  to  their  advantage,  as  well  as  the  mniers’  to  adopt 
this  system  of  work.  Like  many  other  reforms  that  we  have  tried  so 
hard  to  secure  strong  opposition  is  readily  encountered  on  the  part  of 
the  employer,  but  as  far  as  the  miners  are  concerned  no  argument  needs 
to  be  made  in  defense  of  this  plan.  It  gives  them  better  opportunity  to 
produce  their  coal  and  more  convenience  in  their  work.  While  our 
Agreement  does  not  provide  what  height  of  coal  should  be  worked  single 
or  double  there  is  plenty  of  argument  to  advance  why  the  entire  dis- 
trict, with  few  exceptions,  should  be  single  work. 

ABSENCE  FROM  THE  DISTRICT. 

I have  had  occasion  to  visit  National  Headquarters  several  times  in 
company  with  my  associate  officers  within  the  year  in  connection  with 
the  joint  meetings,  looking  towards  the  re-establishment  of  the  inter- 
state joint  movement,  and  with  the  end  in  view  of  having  Iowa  admitted, 
if  possible,  into  this  movement.  While  at  the  present  writing  the  out- 
come of  these  meetings,  in  so  far  as  a wage  conference  is  concerned 
comprising  the  four  states  is  yet  uncertain,  it  is,  however,  definitely  set- 
tled that  Iowa  will  not  be  made  a part  of  the  above  mentioned  move- 
ment. The  question  of  the  wage  conference  will  be  definitely  settled 
ere  this  report  is  delivered  to  you,  and  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  advise 
you  further  on  matters  that  might  be  considered  of  vital  importance,  a 
supplemental  report  will  be  made. 

LITIGATION. 

We  have  never  had  occasion  until  recently  to  employ  legal  counsel 
to  care  for  our  interests.  However,  we  have  seen  the  necessity  of  secur- 
ing the  services  of  eminent  legal  ability  to  advise  us  in  certain  matters 
involving  the  welfare  of  the  organization  and  its  members.  First — By 
participating  in  the  coroner's  inquest  in  the  Northwestern  railroad  dis- 
aster of  last  year  near  the  city  of  Des  Moines.  Second — In  the  matter 
of  wages  growing  out  of  the  sale  of  the  Royal  coal  mine  at  Exline. 
Third — In  the  disposition  of  the  stock  of  goods  and  other  property  form- 
erly owned  by  the  Rochdale  Co-Operative  Association,  which  was  turned 
over  to  us  at  the  dissolution  of  that  institution,  and  the  most  important 
matter  that  I have  to  report  to  you  relating  to  this  subject  is  to  inform 
you  that  we  are  now  being  sued  in  the  district  court  of  Mahaska  county 
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for  $16,700  for  alleged  back  taxes,  with  6 per  cent  interest,  on  the  funds 
held  in  your  treasury.  This  movement  was  inaugurated  against  your 
organization  and  its  officers  by  the  tax  ferrets,  who  as  you  well  know, 
will  receive  a neat  sum  of  money  if  they  are  able  to  list  us  for  taxation. 
We  have  never  withheld  from  public  scrutiny,  or  from  the  assessors  or 
any  proper  authorized  officer  of  the  county  or  state,  the  holdings  of  our 
treasury.  Assessors  have  examined  our  laws,  legal  ability,  representing 
the  city,  has  done  likewise,  and  in  all  past  years  have  left  the  impres- 
sion that  the  funds  of  our  organization  were  not  taxable.  I do  not 
think  the  tax  ferrets,  who  are  instrumental  in  bringing  this  suit  against 
us,  have  a sincere  desire  to  see  that  the  county  gets  its  taxes,  but  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  they  are  actuated  by  selfish  motives,  for  they  know  they 
will  get  a high  premium  for  their  services  in  case  they  win. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  I might  add  that  the  organization  has 
the  support  of  all  the  business  interests  of  our  city  and  county  and  the 
entire  community  at  large.  In  fact,  we  could  not  hope  to  be  surround- 
ed with  more  favorable  circumstances  in  any  community  than  in  the  city 
of  Oskaloosa  and  vicinity.  We  have  employed  eminent  legal  counsel  to 
defend  our  interests  in  the  courts  and  unless  authorized  to  the  contrary 
we  will  fight  to  the  bitter  end  this  unwarranted,  unjust  and  prejudiced 
proceeding  against  our  organization. 

At  the  time  of  tabulating  this  report  the  case  has  not  progressed  suf- 
ficiently to  predict  the  outcome,  and  any  additional  information  in  re- 
spect to  this  matter  will  be  included  in  the  supplemental  report. 

IOWA  ROCHDALE  CO-OPERATIVE  ASSOCIATION. 

I very  much  regret  that  I am  compelled  to  report  the  dissolution  of 
the  Iowa  Rochdale  Co-Operative  Association.  Early  last  spring  we  were 
notified  that  the  Association  was  going  to  turn  over  its  affairs  to  our  or- 
ganization, inasmuch  as  we  held  a mortgage  on  the  goods  and  property 
to  the  extent  of  $3,500.  While  we  had  anticipated  that  the  association 
would  dissolve  we  were  surprised  and  very  much  regretted  its  abrupt 
termination.  We  placed  the  affairs  of  this  institution  in  the  hands  of  our 
attorney  to  make  the  best  possible  disposition  of  it.  This  has  been  done, 
and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  will  give  you  a report  of  its  finances. 

While  not  attempting  to  assign  the  real  cause  of  its  failure,  for  that 
I feel  incompetent  to  do,  as  I believe  there  were  a number  of  causes 
that  contributed  to  its  downfall.  The  lack  of  support  on  the  part  of 
our  own  people,  it  is  safe  to  say,  was  a very  important  factor,  as  well 
as  the  location  and  the  disadvantage  of  delivering  supplies  to  those 
whom  we  believed  to  be  friendly  to  the  Association. 

Acting  under  instructions  of  your  Convention  of  1905,  which  author- 
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ized  the  Executive  Board  to  lend  the  above  association  the  sum  of 
$5,000  on  approved  security,  with  interest  not  to  exceed  4 per  cent,  the 
Executive  Board  in  conformity  with  the  convention's  instructions,  loaned 
the  sum  of  $3,500  to  this  association,  and  the  Organization  and  its  offi- 
cers always  lent  their  co-operation  to  the  success  of  the  above  named 
institution.  We  were  unable  to  realize  from  the  sale  of  the  goods  the 
amount  that  we  lent  them,  and  no  interest  was  ever  paid.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  this  enterprise  was  allowed  to  perish,  and  I often  wonder 
whether  our  people  will  ever  fully  realize  the  benefits  that  are  to  be 
found  in  co-operative  societies.  The  lesson  learned  from  this  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  we  still  place  a high  value  on  the  truck  store  and 
all  of  its  attendant  evils. 

UNION  LABEL. 

I desire  to  call  the  attention  of  all  our  members  to  the  necessity  of 
demanding  goods  bearing  the  union  label.  During  the  year  our  atten- 
tion has  been  frequently  called  to  the  fact  that  our  organization  and  its 
members  in  different  localities  are  not  contributing  their  full  support  in 
demanding  goods  bearing  the  label.  Many  of  our  local  unions  take  extra 
precaution  to  advise  their  members  on  this  important  matter,  and  even  go 
so  far  as  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  merchants  of  their  mining 
towns,  and  see  that  goods  bearing  the  label  are  given  preference  over1 
those  that  do  not,  and  it  seems  but  just  for  us  to  support  in  every 
equitable  way  we  can  the  movement  that  will  increase  the  products  bear- 
ing the  union  label,  for  every  one  knows,  who  is  a member  of  a trades 
union  organization  what  the  label  stands  for,  and  I hope  our  local 
unions  will  instill  in  the  minds  of  their  members  the  necessity  of  exact- 
ing the  label  on  their  goods,  as  many  of  the  conflicts  in  which  organized 
labor  is  engaged  are  because  the  employers  do  not  wish  to  recognize  the 
conditions  that  the  label  represents,  and  we  can,  without  any  sacrifice  on 
our  part  or  scarcely  any  inconvenience,  help  other  trades  union  organiz- 
ations in  their  fight  for  fair  conditions  of  employment. 

COAL  TRADE. 

Work  in  the  mines  of  District  13,  and  I might  say  throughout  the 
country  in  general,  has  been  very  poor  for  the  past  few  weeks.  The 
mild,  open  winter,  coupled  with  depressed  business  conditions  of  the 
country,  which  were  superinduced  by  the  recent  financial  crisis,  have 
seriously  effected  the  coal  trade.  I might  add  that  during  the  entire  scale 
period,  down  to  the  time  that  the  financial  crisis  came  upon  us,  the 
mines  in  District  13  enjoyed  their  full  share  of  the  trade.  Since  that 
time,  however,  work  has  been  reduced  to  half  time,  and  in  many  locali- 
ties even  less.  The  industrial  depression  seems  to  be  widespread,  as 
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wage  earners  in  all  lines  of  industry  have  been  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment as  a result  of  the  industrial  establishments  of  the  country  closing 
down.  However,  there  are  some  indications  that  industry  is  gradually 
assuming  normal  conditions,  but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  it  will  be  some 
time  before  the  vast  armies  of  unemployed  wage  earners  are  again  back 
to  their  usual  vocations.  The  signs  of  the  times  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  we  will  not  be  removed  from  these  unfavaroble  conditions  for  some 
time  to  come. 

Suggestions  and  Recommendations  submitted  to  our  Local  Unions  in 
order  that  our  delegates  might  come  instructed  on  the  same. 

1st.— -I  wish  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  very  important  question 
affecting  night  watchmen.  Under  the  terms  of  our  Agreement  night 
watchmen  are  permitted  to  regulate  their  wages  and  hours,  and  it  occurs 
to  me  that  we  should  put  forth  every  reasonable  effort  to  fix  their  wages 
and  regulate  their  hours  by  agreement.  I would,  therefore,  recommend 
that  our  scale  committee  be  instructed  to  secure  this  much  needed  reform. 

2nd. — There  are  several  miscellaneous  lines  of  labor  in  and  around 
the  mines,  such  as  blacksmiths,  mine  carpenters,  mechanics,  stablemen, 
etc.,  whose  wages  are  not  specified  in  the  Agreement,  and  I would  recom- 
mend that  our  scale  committee  endeavor  to  have  the  same  adjusted  and 
thir  duties  more  clearly  defined. 

3rd. — We  have  many  important  decisions  governing  certain  ques- 
tions in  nearly  every  mining  locality  of  our  district,  and  I believe  better 
results  could  be  accomplished  if  we  were  able  to  embody  the  principal 
decisions  governing  these  matters  into  our  agreement,  and  I believe  we 
should  deal  more  specifically  with  these  matters.  I would  recommend 
that  our  scale  committee  keep  this  in  mind  when  they  meet  the  operators 
and  endeavor  to  have  the  same  embodied  in  our  contract. 

4th. — I would  recommend  that  our  District  Constitution  be  revised 
in  harmony  with  the  International  Constitution. 

5th. — I would  recommend  that  this  convention  definitely  determine 
the  question  of  establishing  a home  for  aged  mine  workers. 

6th. — I would  recommend  that  our  scale  committee  be  instructed  to 
try  and  have  Resolution  No.  10  modified,  if  possible,  to  eliminate  the 
state  organization  from  participating  in  the  settlement  of  deficient  work. 

7th. — In  conformity  with  the  policy  laid  down  by  our  International 
Convention  I recommended  that  our  convention  instruct  the  incoming 
executive  officers  to  try  and  secure  an  amendment  to  the  law  and  have 
the  age  limit  raised  from  14  to  16  years  when  boys  may  enter  the  mine. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

In  concluding  my  remarks  I desire  to  say  that  I thank  each  and 
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every  one  of  you  for  the  kindness  that  you  have  shown  me  in  the  years 
of  the  past,  and  while  I have  had  occasion  to  differ  with  many  of  our 
members,  and  have  been  strongly  criticised  for  some  of  the  policies  that 
I have  advocated  for  the  government  of  this  organization,  I cherish  no 
enmity  towards  those  that  were  not  content  to  criticise  my  official  acts, 
but  took  occasion  to  malign  my  personal  character,  and  impugn  my  mo- 
tives. I have  no  occasion  to  regret  my  experience  in  the  service  of  your 
great  organization,  and  while  there  have  been  many  trying  times  and 
great  problems  confronting  my  associate  officers  and  myself,  I speak 
candidly  when  I say  that  I endeavored  at  all  times  to  discharge  the  func- 
tions of  my  office  without  fear  or  favor,  having  in  mind  only  the  general 
welfare  of  those  whom  I had  the  honor  to  represent,  and  in  the  late  un- 
pleasantness resulting  from  the  financial  panic,  wherein  I advised  the 
acceptance  of  credit  currency,  and  was  so  roundly  censured  for  advising 
such  a course,  I feel  that  the  organization  made  no  mistake,  inasmuch 
as  we  were  not  the  only  ones  called  upon  to  depart  from  long  estab- 
lished customs.  No  one  lost  a cent  by  the  transaction  and  no  evil  was 
fixed  upon  us  as  a result  of  the  course  advised,  and  I feel  that  the 
organization  and  its  members  fared  remarkably  well  when  we  take  into 
consideration  the  effect  that  this  financial  depression  had  upon  other 
lines  of  labor,  and  the  extent  to  which  it  prevailed  in  other  districts, 
where  the  organization  and  its  members  were  compelled  to  endure  credit 
currency  for  a longer  period  by  far  than  that  which  was  experienced  in 
Iowa. 

I have  the  warmest  admiration  for  the  membership  of  District  13, 
and  I have  every  reason  to  wish  it  success,  because  of  the  confidence  it 
reposed  in  me  for  so  many  years.  I have  seen  the  organization  grow 
from  a fragmentary  movement  to  the  splendid  strength  that  it  represents 
today,  and  it  is  quite  natural  to  expect  that  in  its  development  and  during 
the  many  struggles  with  which  we  have  had  to  contend  that  differences 
of  opinion  would  arise  and  problems  would  confront  us  that  would  tax 
>our  united  strength  to  solve. 

I have  ever  been  conscious  of  the  responsibilities  of  this  office  and 
solicitous  of  your  general  welfare,  and  in  nearly  every  instance  you  have 
followed  my  advice  and  supported  me  loyally  in  all  the  undertakings  that 
I have  had  in  mind  for  the  betterment  of  our  people,  and  in  terminating 
my  official  career  with  District  13,  I have  no  censure  to  offer  and  feel 
that  I have  no  apologies  to  make,  and  I shall  ever  be  pleased,  no  matter 
how  much  sacrifice  it  might  require,  to  assist  the  organization  in  case  it 
is  ever  needed. 

My  relations  with  my  official  colleagues  have  been  very  cordial,  and 
I am  under  lasting  obligations  to  them  for  their  co-operation  in  assisting 
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me  to  direct  the  affairs  of  the  organization.  I wish  for  my  successor  and 
bis  associate  officers  your  united  support  and  loyalty,  and  trust  that  their 
administration  of  your  affairs  may  bring  mci  eased  strength  to  your 
cause,  and  that  the  ensuing  scale  period  that  we  anticipate  will  be  pros- 
perous for  all  concerned.

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Vice-President  s Report 


Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  12,  1908. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of 

District  13,  U.  M.  W.  of  A. — Greeting : 

Pursuant  to  long  established  custom,  I again  submit  a report  of 
my  stewardship  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended.  I have  been  engaged 
almost  daily  under  the  direction  of  our  president,  visiting  local  unions 
and  adjusting  disputes  and  greviances,  and  performing  such  other  work 
necessary  for  the  advancement  of  our  organization’s  interests.  Whether 
or  not  my  official  acts  have  met  with  general  approval  I cannot  even  an- 
ticipate, but  to  me  it  is  very  evident  and  I have  reason  to  believe  that 
my  labors  have  been  as  successful  as  I could  reasonably  expect. 

I will  not  undertake  to  burden  the  convention  with  any  recommen- 
dations, knowing  that  President  White  has  already  called  your  attention 
to  every  detail  necessary  for  our  future  guidance. 

DEFENSE  FUND. 

I again  recommend  a continuation  of  this  fund  on  its  present  basis, 
and  my  reasons  therefor  are  the  same  as  I advanced  one  year  ago.  The 
National  Organization  at  its  convention  in  January  pledged  itself  to 
this  principle  and  advocated  perpetuating  the  same  as  a national  or- 
ganozation,  and  encouraged  the  same  spirit  in  the  several  districts  of 
our  country. 

DEATH  BENEFITS. 

I would  also  concur  with  President  White  that  this  fund  be  con- 
tinued on  the  present  basis. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

It  is  a source  of  gratification  to  me,  and  I know  it  will  be  equally 
as  pleasing  to  the  delegates  of  this  convention,  to  know  that  our  District 
with  but  few  exceptions,  has  been  more  prosperous  this  year  than  any 
preceding  year.  Possibly  a few  isolated  places  and  the  mines  along  the 
K.  C.  track  in  Iowa  and  Missouri  have  not  fared  as  well  as  other  parts 
of  the  District.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  the  future  will  have 
better  things  in  store  for  them. 

We  are  now  approaching  a period  where  it  becomes  necessary  to 
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renew  our  joint  relations  with  our  employers,  and  although  we  cannot 
at  this  time  anticipate  what  the  result  v/ill  be,  yet  I have  every  reason 
to  feel  that  ultimately  an  era  of  peace  will  be  assured  and  our  joint 
relations  with  our  employers  continued  for  two  years  more  at  least. 

Brother  White  having  been  elected  by  an  unanimous  vote  to  the 
office  of  International  Vice  President,  an  honor  that  I know  will  be  ap- 
preciated by  every  member  of  our  District,  I decided  to  become  a can- 
didate for  President  of  the  District.  When  Brother  White  accepted  the 
nomination  I was  somewhat  undertermined  as  to  my  future  course,  and 
somewhat  reluctant  to  aspire  to  presidential  honors,  but  owing  to  the 
pressure  from  many  sources  brought  to  bear  upon  me,  I finally  consented 
to  allow  my  name  to  be  used  as  a candidate  for  the  presidency.  I prom- 
ise you  that  if  it  is  your  wish  that  I should  become  your  president,  I 
shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  maintain  the  present  high  standard  of  ideals 
that  has  characterized  our  organization  in  the  past,  and  it  would  be  my 
purpose  to  pursue  and  carry  out  the  same  policies  that  have  worked  so 
successfully  in  the  past,  and  I trust  that  I shall  merit  your  confidence 
and  receive  your  co-operation  in  doing  so.  On  the  other  hand,  if  by 
your  votes  either  of  the  other  candidates  are  elected  I will  give  him  my 
hearty  support  and  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  uphold  his  hands  and 
to  further  promote  the  interest  of  this  great  organization. 

I also  desire  to  say  in  conclusion  that  my  relations  with  my  asso- 
ciate officers  and  board  members  have  been  both  pleasant  and  cordial, 
and  to  them  I return  my  sincere  thanks  for  their  assistance  and  loyalty 
at  all  times.

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Secretary-Treasurer  s Report 


Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  12,  1908. 

Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Delegates  to  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention 

of  District  No.  13,  U.  M.  W.  of  A. — Greeting: 

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  February  1,  1908, 

I have  endeavored  as  in  former  years  to  be  as  brief  as  possible,  con- 
sistent with  the  interest  of  the  organization  and  the  responsibilities  of 
my  office,  and  hence  have  confined  myself  to  the  financial  and  other 
questions  of  our  organizations  that  naturally  come  under  my  observa- 
tion, the  president  having  given  you  an  exhaustive  and  detailed  history 
of  the  past  year  and  such  advice  and  recommendations  necessary  for 
our  future  guidance  and  welfare,  which  renders  it  unnecessary  for  me 
to  reiterate  anything  that  has  been  so  ably  treated  by  our  distinguished 
and  honored  president. 

The  past  year  has  been  the  most  prosperous  from  a financial 
standpoint,  and  indeed  I might  say  from  every  standpoint,  in  the  his- 
tory of  our  organization.  To  better  illustrate  our  phenomenal  progress  ^ 
I am  pleased  to  state  that  our  net  accumulations  for  the  past  year 
amounted  to  $84,419.22.  The  amount  received  for  defense  fund  exceed- 
ed the  amount  received  the  previous  year  by  over  $21,000.  This  repre- 
sents an  aggregate  of  $2,100,000  more  gross  earnings  than  the  year 
previous.  i 

DEATHS  FROM  ACCIDENTS  AND  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  fatal  accidents  in  our  mines  was  slightly  greater 
this  year  than  the  year  previous.  One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  death 
claims  were  paid  during  the  year,  and  although  we  have  done  all  in 
our  power  to  secure  remedial  legislation  in  order  to  minimize  the  num- 
ber of  fatal  accidents  in  our  mines,  we  are  unable  to  report  much  prog- 
ress, and  what  the  future  may  have  in  store  for  us  cannot  be  anticipat- 
ed at  this  time.  However,  I reiterate  and  emphasize  what  I have  said 
in  former  years  that  our  organization  should  prosecute  our  claims  to 
the  end  that  the  employer  may  be  held  financially  responsible  for  any 
neglect  to  provide  safeguards  for  the  preservation  of  life. 

A law  was  enacted  by  the  last  General  Assembly  holding  the  em- 
ployer responsible  to  some  degree  for  accidents  resulting  through  care- 
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lessness  or  negligence,  and  in  my  judgment  it  will  be  possible  to  amend 
said  law  and  make  the  same  of  more  benefit  to  working  people  of  this 
district  at  some  future  session  of  our  legislature. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Our  membership  at  the  present  time  is  approximately  15,000  in 
round  numbers,  an  increase  of  at  least  500  over  the  previous  year. 
There  are  91  local  unions  on  our  rolls  at  the  present  time.  The  follow- 
ing local  unions  were  abandoned  as  a result  of  the  mines  being  ex- 
hausted: 1727  Hilton,  325  Lost  Creek,  851  Marquisville,  1904  New 

Market,  1715  Coin  and  2074  Clarinda,  and  the  following  new  local 
unions  were  organized  during  the  year:  1080  Flint  Valley,  2470  Evans- 

ville, 1063  Laneville,  2460  High  Bridge  and  2433  Ogden. 

BOARD  MEETINGS. 

There  were  held  during  the  year  six  sessions  of  the  Executive  Board 
and  four  of  the  Joint  Board.  Inasmuch  as  the  proceedings  of  the  Joint 
Board  have  been  supplied  to  each  local  union  it  is  unnecessary  to  out- 
line any  of  the  business  transacted  by  said  Board. 

CO-OPERATIVE  ASSOCIATION. 

About  one  year  ago  the  Iowa  Rochdale  Co-Operative  Association 
closed  its  doors,  and  refused  to  continue  the  business  any  longer,  inas- 
much as  the  expenses  were  greater  than  the  proceeds.  Your  officers  in 
order  to  protect  the  organization  and  realize  as  much  as  possible  from 
the  sale  of  the  stock  on  hand,  instituted  foreclosure  proceedings  and 
engaged  Mr.  Jno.  X-  Clarkson  of  Albia  as  attorney. 

Up  to  date  we  have  received  $1,671.11  less  $462.15,  paid  for  store 
rent,  taxes,  clerks’  salary,  attorney’s  fees  and  court  expenses.  Hence 
we  have  received  $1,208.96  clear,  which  has  been  applied  on  their  loan. 
There  are  outstanding  book  accounts  of  several  hundred  dollars  which 
we  might  possibly  realize  a small  per  cent  from,  yet  I have  very  little 
hope  of  realizing  very  much  from  such  source. 

Your  officers  were  very  reluctant  to  take  the  steps  they  did,  taking 
into  consideration  that  some  of  our  own  members  held  claims  against 
the  association  for  money  advanced  as  loans,  etc.  Had  we  refused  to 
bring  foreclosure  proceedings  the  stock  would  have  depreciated,  and 
there  would  have  been  very  little  left  for  anybody.  Outside  parties  and 
stockholders  hold  claims  against  the  association  amounting  to  over 
$8,000,  and  we  regret  very  much  to  announce  the  failure  of  this  insti- 
tution and  attribute  it  to  two  sources,  viz.:  lack  of  patronage  by  its 
friends,  and  possibly  more  or  less  mismanagement  on  the  part  of  a Mr. 
Butler,  who  had  charge  of  the  business  in  its  early  stages. 
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About  two  years  ago  I recommended  to  the  Convention  that  the 
death  claim  of  Brother  Protheroe  of  Saylorville  be  not  allowed.  My 
recommendation  was  based  on  the  advice  received  at  that  time.  Sub- 
sequently, however,  I have  learned  a great  deal  more  about  the  case, 
and  find  that  there  was  no  intention  on  Brother  Protheroe’s  part  to  dis- 
continue his  membership,  and  both  he  and  his  family  were  led  to  be- 
lieve that  the  local  union  would  protect  his  membership,  as  it  had  done 
with  other  individuals.  Taking  into  consideration  these  facts,  coupled 
with  the  further  fact  that  Brother  Protheroe  was  a consistent,  loyal 
union  man  nearly  all  his  life,  I believe  this  convention  could  well  afford 
to  vote  a sum  equivalent  to  the  amount  paid  as  death  claim  to  the  fam- 
ily of  the  deceased  member. 

Another  case  is  one  from  Mendota,  Mo.,  where  a young  man  by  the 
name  of  Clint  Heavelin  secured  a transfer  card  from  the  Centerville 
Local  Union,  and  in  the  meantime  his  mind  became  unbalanced  and 
when  found  he  had  journeyed  to  Nebraska,  but  the  transfer  card  was 
lost,  and  we  have  been  unable  to  find  the  same  up  to  the  present  time. 
We  have  conclusive  evidence  that  the  young  man  did  not  deposit  the 
same  in  any  local  union.  Neither  had  he  worked  in  any  mine  from  the 
time  of  receiving  his  card  to  the  time  of  his  death.  I would  also  rec- 
ommend the  payment  of  this  claim.  If  the  Convention  desires  more 
specific  statements  in  this  case  the  delegates  from  the  local  union  in- 
terested may  supply  the  same. 

The  next  claim  is  that  of  Jno.  Gregomick,  who  had  in  his  posses- 
sion at  the  time  of  death  a card  issued  by  a local  union  in  Connells- 
ville,  Mo.  The  circumstances  surrounding  this  case  are  as  follows: 
On  August  9,  1906,  said  deceased  member  tendered  his  transfer  card 
to  Brother  Frank  Cernich,  a member  of  the  Streepy  Local  Union,  hav- 
ing previously  secured  work  at  said  mine.  That  same  evening  the 
brother  was  killed  by  a Rock  Island  train,  and  his  claim  could  not  be 
paid  under  our  laws,  and  yet  there  is  no  conflict  as  to  the  facts  in  the 
case,  that  his  card  was  handed  to  Brother  Cernich  in  good  faith,  and 
Brother  Cernich  thinking  that  the  organization  would  pay  the  death 
claim,  contracted  for  his  burial  and  paid  to  the  extent  of  $83  funeral 
expenses.  In  lieu  of  these  statements  of  facts  I also  recommend  the 
payment  of  $83  to  reimburse  Brother  Cernich  for  the  amounts  paid,  be- 
lieving that  the  Organization  could  better  afford  to  stand  this  loss  than 
to  have  Brother  Cernich  pay  the  same  out  of  his  own  funds. 

LITIGATION. 

A suit  is  now  pending  in  the  district  court  of  Mahaska  county,  in- 
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stituted  by  Jno.  E.  Davis  and  David  Waggoner,  tax  ferrets,  demanding 
the  payment  of  $16,700  taxes  from  our  organization,  and  Brother  White 
and  myself  have  engaged  ex-Congressman  John  F.  Lacey  to  look  after 
our  interests  in  the  courts.  We  are  confident  that  we  will  succeed,  and 
do  not  believe  that  the  law  ever  intended  to  tax  the  funds  of  a labor 
organization. 

I would  say  in  this  connection  that  the  citizens  of  our  county  are 
not  in  harmony  with  this  unprecedented  action  of  the  tax  ferrets,  and 
the  only  motive  seems  to  be  the  desire  for  gain  on  the  part  of  the  tax 
ferrets.  Should  they  succeed  they  would  profit  to  the  extent  of  $2,100. 
However,  during  all  the  years  that  the  Organization  has  been  in  exist- 
ence we  have  never  withheld  from  the  public  or  the  assessors  any  in- 
formation regarding  our  funds,  and  have  published  from  time  to  time 
statements  of  our  finances,  and  the  same  has  been  commented  upon  by 
the  press  of  the  different  states. 

We  were  successful  in  having  the  tax  abated  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, but  the  county  treasurer  and  tax  ferrets  failed  to  recognize 
their  authority,  and  hence  the  suit.  In  our  answer  to  their  petition  we 
siiow  that  we  have  expended  upwards  of  $151,000  in  the  last  six  years 
for  benevolent  purposes.  We  also  show  that  all  our  funds  could  be 
used,  if  necessary,  in  payment  of  death  claims.  The  minimum  amount 
of  the  Death  and  Endowment  Fund  being  $10,000,  and  no  limit  as  to 
the  maximum.  I believe  that  the  law  would  hold,  provided  that  our 
funds  were  taxable  that  the  amount  on  hand  could  be  offset  by  any 
liabilities  to  our  members.  We  claim  immunity  to  the  extent  of 
$1,500,000  or  to  every  member  of  the  organization  a death  benefit  of 
$100.  The  acts  of  the  tax  ferrets  are  the  more  reprehensible  when  we 
take  into  consideration  that  we  have  relieved  society  of  nearly  every 
burden  as  far  as  our  members  are  concerned.  I do  not  believe  it  nec- 
essary to  go  into  further  details  at  the  present  time  on  this  matter.  Our 
interests  will  be  taken  care  of  by  eminent  and  able  counsel. 

OFFICIAL  VISITS. 

During  the  year  I have  visited  quite  a number  of  local  unions  in 
the  interest  of  the  organization,  and  have  done  all  in  my  power  to 
further  and  promote  the  interest  of  our  organization,  protect  its  funds 
and  assist  my  associate  officers  in  placing  the  organization  on  the  high 
plane  that  it  now  occupies  among  the  different  craft  organizations  of 
our  country.  Its  pre-eminence  is  recognized  all  over  the  land. 

My  relations  with  my  associate  officers,  as  in  former  years,  have 
been  of  a cordial  and  pleasant  nature,  and  if  continued  in  office  I hope 
to  merit  a continuation  of  their  good  will  and  confidence,  and  also  the 
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same  degree  of  confidence  from  the  rank  and  file  that  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  be  the  recipient  of  in  the  past. 

Permit  me  to  say  that  I have  endeavored  to  discharge  the  functions 
of  my  office  without  fear  or  favor  from  any  source.  This  will  be  my 
policy  in  the  future  if  my  conduct  of  the  office  in  the  past  appeals  to 
the  rank  and  file  as  worthy  of  a continuation  of  their  confidence,  and  I 
am  re-elected  to  serve  you  after  the  expiration  of  my  present  term.

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Report  of  J olin  Owens 

Legislative  Commifteman 


Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  12,  1908. 

To  the  Officers  and  Delegates  of  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention. — 

Greeting : 

I herewith  submit  for  your  consideration  my  report  as  your  com- 
mitteeman during  the  sessions  of  the  32nd  General  Assembly. 

We  succeeded  in  getting  passed  a bill,  known  as  the  Assumption  of 
Risk  Bill,  introduced  in  the  senate  by  DeWolf,  and  in  the  lower  house 
two  years  previous  by  Wright  of  Webster  county.  While  it  is  not  in 
harmony  with  our  demands,  yet  it  is  all  that  could  be  obtained  at  that 
time.  It  will  be  much  easier  sometime  in  the  future  to  amend  the  same 
so  that  it  will  afford  material  protection  to  the  working  people  of  this 
state. 

There  were  five  other  bills  introduced,  dealing  with  exemptions,  and 
a strenuous  effort  was  made  by  the  Retail  Grocers’  Association  of  Iowa 
and  their  friends.  Either  of  the  bills  mentioned,  had  they  passed,  would 
have  worked  untold  hardships  upon  the  heads  of  families  of  working- 
men of  this  state,  but  fortunately  through  the  united  efforts  of  the  labor 
organizations  and  the  committeemen  representing  the  same,  all  the  bills 
mentioned  were  defeated  in  the  committees.  It  is  my  candid  opinion  that 
the  same  agencies  will  be  again  at  work  during  the  next  session  of  the 
legislature  with  a fixed  determination  to  pass  an  exemption  law,  if  pos- 
sible. Labor  organizations  should  take  this  matter  under  consideration, 
and  do  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  the  passage  of  such  vicious  legis- 
lation. 

I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  they  will  attempt  to  pass  a garnish- 
ment bill. 

We  were  successful  in  having  the  shot  firing  bill,  with  some  amend- 
ments thereto,  passed  by  the  lower  house,  but  its  fate  was  sealed  by  the 
senate  committee  on  Mines  and  Mining.  This  emphasizes  the  neces- 
sity for  labor  organizations  to  make  every  effort  possible  to  elect  their 
friends,  or  those  who  are  in  sympathy  with  the  labor  interests  of  our 
state,  to  represent  us  in  the  legislative  halls  of  our  country. 

The  next  important  bill  was  what  was  known  as  Senate  File  No. 
81,  better  known  as  the  Powder  Bill,  introduced  by  Senator  Warren  in 
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the  senate.  This  bill  passed  the  lower  house  in  a modified  form,  but  met 
the  same  fate  as  all  other  labor  bills  in  the  upper  house.  There  were 
a large  number  of  other  bills  in  the  interest  of  labor  introduced  in  both 
branches  of  the  legislature,  but  unfortunately  failed  of  passage. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  we  were  instrumental  in  preventing  the 
passage  of  a bill  providing  for  state  printing  and  binding  in  the  peni- 
tentiaries by  contract  labor.  We  also  succeeded  in  defeating  bills  pro- 
viding for  an  extension  of  contract  in  our  state  penitentiaries.  The  evi- 
dence disclosed  the  fact  that  a large  number  of  convicts  were  working 
by  contract  in  the  cooperage  departments  for  fifty  cents  per  day,  and 
the  Elgin  Butter  Trust  was  paying  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  apiece  for 
butter  tubs.  There  were  many  other  bills  that  we  were  instrumental  in 
having  defeated  that  I deem  it  unnecessary  to  mention  here. 

Our  organization  was  the  recipient  of  more  favors  at  the  hands  of 
both  branches  of  the  legislature  than  any  other  organization.  In  justice 
to  the  representatives  of  the  Iowa  Federation  of  Labor  and  other  craft 
organizations  I must  say  that  we  received  their  loyal  support  at  all 
times,  and  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  our  organization  for  the 
assistance  thus  received. 

President  White  and  Secretary  Perry  attended  many  sessions  of 
the  committees  and  were  allowed  to  address  the  committee  on  Mines 
and  Mining  whenever  mining  legislation  was  being  considered. 

In  conclusion  I would  say  that  I did  all  in  my  power  to  advance 
our  interests,  and  I desire  to  thank  the  officers  and  delegates  of  District 
13  for  the  confidence  reposed  in  me  and  for  the  honor  of  representing 
them  in  the  capacity  of  legislative  committeeman. 

There  are  many  minor  details  that  I could  mention  in  this  report, 
but  I deem  it  unnecessary  to  take  up  your  time,  believing  that  I have 
mentioned  all  the  important  matters  that  would  be  of  interest  to  this 
convention.

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Report  of  Federation  of  Labor  Delegates 


To  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of  District  13,  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America. — Greeting: 

We,  your  delegates  to  the  Iowa  Federation  of  Labor,  held  in  Keo- 
kuk, Iowa,  June  11,  12,  13  and  14,  herewith  submit  our  report: 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  M.  Van  Doren,  president  of 
the  Keokuk  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  by  a few  well  chosen  words  on 
behalf  of  the  Trades  and  Labor  Assembly  of  the  city,  after  which  he 
called  upon  E.  Rhodes  of  Keokuk  Shoe  Workers’  Union  to  open  the 
convention  with  prayer.  Hon.  Strimbach,  mayor  of  the  city,  was  then 
introduced,  who  gave  a brief  history  of  the  labor  movemeint,  as  he 
knew  it.  He  is  still  a member  of  the  Typographical  Union.  He  spoke 
in  very  commendable  words  of  the  labor  movement,  setting  forth  the 
benefits  of  organized  labor,  and  welcomed  the  delegates  to  the  city. 
President  A.  L.  Urick  responded  to  the  address  of  welcome  on  behalf 
of  the  delegates. 

The  convention  call  was  then  read,  which  showed  that  the  number 
of  delegates  entitled  to  be  seated  was  106.  The  convention  then  heard 
the  officers’  reports.  The  report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  showing  the 
amount  of  cash  on  hand  May  31,  1907,  to  be  S398.63. 

On  Wednesday  morning  P.  J.  Byrne  of  Boston,  national  represen- 
tative of  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers’  Union,  made  quite  an  enthusiastic 
address  in  favor  of  the  union  label.  There  was  a special  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  the  advisability  of  electing  the  officers  of  the  Iowa 
Federation  by  the  referendum  vote.  The  committee  reported  in  favor 
of  the  referendum  and  after  considerable  debate  the  committee’s  recom- 
mendation was  lost.  There  was  a substitute  offered,  which  provided 
for  the  delegates  to  the  next  convention  to  come  prepared  to  express 
the  wishes  of  their  local  unions  in  regard  to  the  referendum. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  the  report  of  the  resolution  committee 
wras  read.  A number  of  resolutions  were  read;  among  them  was  one 
condemning  the  president  of  the  United  States  for  his  statement  in  re- 
gard to  the  Western  Federation’s  Officials.  The  resolution  was  adopted 
by  the  Convention. 

On  Thursday  morning,  June  13th,  the  officers  of  the  Federation  were 
elected,  and  the  city  chosen  for  holding  the  next  convention.  A.  L. 
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Urick  was  elected  as  President,  A.  J.  Conkhite,  Vice  President,  and  J. 
H,  Strief,  Secretary-Treasurer.  J.  B.  Mason  was  elected  on  the  Legis- 
lative Committee. 

' Clinton  was  the  place  selected  for  holding  the  next  convention. 

Theo.  Carstensen,  R.  G.  Stewart,  L.  P.  Joyce  and  D.  J.  Hemmy  were 
elected  as  Executive  Board  Members,  and  W.  W.  White  delegates  to  the 
American  Federation  Convention.  Geo.  M.  Ginder  and  F.  T.  Crockett 
were  elected  members  of  Auditing  Committee. 

On  the  fourth  day  there  was  a resolution  adopted  by  the  Conven- 
tion calling  for  the  installation  of  a state  boiler  inspector  to  be  brought 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Labor  Bureau. 

The  Convention  was  very  harmonious  and  indicated  general  activity 
in  all  the. various  crafts  represented.  All  seemed  to  realize  the  neces- 
sity of  united  action  in  order  to  obtain  results  that  would  be  beneficial 
to  the  laboring  people  of  this  country.

CIRCULAR  NO.  1. 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  March  27,  1907. 

To  All  Local  Unions  Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  District  No.  13,  U.  M.  W . 

of  A. — Greeting: 

The  Tenth  Annual  Convention  adjourned  on  March  18th.  This 
Convention  was  noted  for  harmony  and  good  will.  Very  few  changes 
were  made  to  our  Constitution.  Art.  6 was  amended  by  adding  a new 
section,  intended  to  strengthen  and  afford  greater  protection  to  our  or- 
ganization. Under  our  amended  Constitution  half  members  will  receive 
same  amount  of  benefits  as  full  members. 

The  clause  governing  check  weighmen  amended  requiring  all  check 
weighmen  to  be  members  at  least  six  months  preceding  their  election. 

The  Executive  Board  after  adjournment  of  our  Convention  was  in 
session  two  days  adjusting  local  disputes,  many  of  which  could  have 
been  adjusted  locally,  if  the  proper  effort  had  been  put  forth  by  all  par- 
ties at  interest.  Hereafter  during  the  sessions  of  our  Conventions,  or 
Joint  Scale  Conventions,  we  would  appreciate  it  as  a personal  favor  if 
all  our  local  unions  would  submit  all  questions  of  dispute  by  letter,  and 
allow  the  President  to  exercise  his  own  discretion,  when  and  how  the 
same  should  be  adjusted,  taking  into  consideration  the  convenience  and 
time  at  his  disposal. 

The  frequency  with  which  local  officers  and  delegations  press  their 
claims  during  these  extraordinary  busy  times,  incident  to  holding  Con- 
ventions, has  assumed  such  proportions  that  life  becomes  almost  a bur- 
den to  your  officers,  and  often  the  most  vital  interests  of  the  organiza- 
tion are  neglected  and  subordinated  for  an  indefinite  time  at  least. 

Your  officers  have  no  desire  to  evade  or  shirk  any  responsibility,  but 
being  human,  like  all  men,  our  physical  nature  will  only  stand  a certain 
amount  of  strain,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  this  timely 
advice  will  be  received  in  the  same  spirit  that  prompts  us  to  mention  the 
same,  in  the  hope  that  all  local  officers  will  co-operate  with  us  along  the 
lines  suggested. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Executive  Board  in  the 
Carbondale  case,  and  will  apply  to  all  parallel  questions  in  the  future  in 
District  No.  13: 
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CASE  NO.  9. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  30,  1907. 

Decision  by  Reese  and  Executive  Board  of  District  13. 

Resolved  by  the  Executive  Board  of  District  13,  in  the  case  of  the 
Smith-Lowe  Coal  Company,  that  employes’  rights  of  seniority  are  only 
applicable  to  any  mine  affected  by  a shut-down,  or  a reduction  of  the 
working  force,  and  not  co-extensive  with  all  mines  operated  by  one  com- 
pany or  management. 

The  local  unions  have  been  very  fortunate  of  late  in  the  selection 
of  their  local  officers.  However,  there  are  a few  locals  that  up  to  the 
present  have  neglected  to  bond  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurers.  The 
number  of  companies  carrying  these  risks  are  only  limited.  One  large 
bonding  company  in'  particular  refuses  to  carry  any  longer  such  risks, 
and  hence  the  necessity  of  electing  men  of  unquestionable  character  to 
fill  these  responsible  offices. 

Hereafter  all  important  decisions  rendered  by  the  officers  of  our  or- 
ganizations will  be  mailed  monthly  to  all  our  local  unions.

CIRCULAR  NO.  2. 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  April  12,  1907. 

To  All  Local  Unions  Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  District  13,  U.  M.  W.  of 
A. — Greeting : 

Brothers:  At  our  Tenth  Annual  Convention  recently  held  in  Des 

Moines,  Iowa,  your  president  was  authorized  to  write  President  John 
Mitchell  for  an  official  ruling  on  the  Transfer  Card  question.  Hereto- 
fore misunderstandings  have  arisen  in  the  several  Local  Unions  as  to  the 
intent  of  our  Constitution  on  this  question,  hence  the  following  ruling 
of  President  Mitchell,  which  we  quote  in  full,  will  govern  our  Local 
Unions  henceforth: 

UNITED  MINE  WORKERS  OF  AMERICA. 

Office  of  President. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  March  30,  1907. 

Mr.  John  P.  White,  President  District  No.  13,  U.  M.  W.  of  A.,  Oskaloosa, 
Iowa: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  Because  of  illness  and  consequent  absence 
from  the  office  this  is  the  first  opportunity  I have  had  to  reply  to  your 
favor  of  March  22. 
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Answering  your  inquiry,  I desire  to  say  that  the  law,  literally  inter- 
preted, would  require  a man,  when  he  starts  to  work,  to  deposit  his  card 
or  pay  the  full  initiation  fee,  but  at  the  time  the  new  card  was  adopted 
and  the  constitution  amended,  it  was  understood  and  agreed  in  the  con- 
vention that  a man  seeking  employment  at  a mine  and  not  having  his 
card  with  him  should  be  given  a reasonable  time — say  about  ten  days — 
to  get  it,  and  if  he  did  within  ten  days  present  his  card,  whatever  money 
had  been  checked  off  him  for  initiation  fee  should  be  returned  to  him. 

However,  when  a man  secures  employment  at  a mine  and  claims 
that  his  card  was  left  in  the  local  of  which  he  was  formerly  a member, 
the  local  having  jurisdiction  over  the  mine  where  he  secures  work — in 
order  to  protect  itself — should  require  him  to  authorize  the  initiation  fee 
to  be  checked  off,  and  it  should  be  deducted  from  his  first  earnings.  Of 
course,  if  the  member  presents  his  card  within  the  specified  time,  any 
part  of  the  initiation  fee  checked  off  should  be  returned,  as  above. 

Trusting  that  this  explanation  will  be  helpful,  I am,  with  best

LEGISLATION. 

We  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  our  shot-firing  bill  has 
met  the  same  fate  that  it  did  in  former  years,  at  the  hands  of  the  Senate 
(or  rather  by  the  Committee  on  Mines  and  Mining)  who  succeeded  sur- 
reptitiously in  having  the  bill  indefinitely  postponed.  It  passed,  however, 
the  lower  house  by  a unanimous  vote. 

We  also  failed  to  secure  any  amendment  to  our  Child  Labor  law; 
hence,  boys  under  16  years  cannot  work  at  the  face  in  shooting  coal 
mines,  and  while  we  have  been  unsuccessful  in  these  instances  referred 
to,  we  have,  however,  succeeded  in  having  passed  what  is  known  as  the 
Assumption  of  Risk  bill.  This  bill  is  a very  important  one,  and  affords 
greater  protection  to  workingmen.  We  were  also  instrumental  in  defeat- 
ing the  Exemption  bill,  as  well  as  many  other  oppressive  and  vicious 
measures.  Our  Powder  bill  is  still  pending — its  fate  is  unknown  at  this 
time. 

On  March  23  Bro.  W.  C.  Sharpe  resigned  the  office  of  Auditor,  and 
Bro.  Harry  Bowe  of  Hocking  was  appointed  to  fill  the  residue  of  the 
unexpired  term. 

Work  in  a large  number  of  our  mines  has  been  poor  for  some  time 
past.  However,  we  confidently  believe  that  an  early  resumption  on  full 
time  will  take  place  earlier  than  usual  this  season;  at  least  all  indica- 
tions point  to  an  unusual  season  of  activity  the  coming  summer  and  win- 
ter. 
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The  special  committee  appointed  by  the  convention  to  consider  the 
old  age  home  question  has  met  and  outlined  plans  to  begin  this  great 
work,  but  owing  to  the  many  and  intricate  details  in  connection  with  this 
great  undertaking  it  will  necessarily  require  some  time  and  patience  to 
consummate  some  tangible  and  definite  plans  to  submit  to  our  Local 
Unions  for  action  thereon.  Respectfully  submitted,

beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  report  and  rec- 
ommendations : 

The  committee  held  its  first  meeting  on  April  4th  in  this  city  and 
organized  by  the  selection  of  Bros.  John  P.  White  and  Edwin  Perry, 
chairman  and  secretary,  respectively. 

Your  committee,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  several  plans  out- 
lined and  discussed,  decided  unanimously  in  favor  of  an  Institute  con- 
fined to  one  large  building,  sufficient  to  accommodate  a specific  number 
of  inmates.  Your  committee  is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  such 
a plan  is  the  most  feasible  and  combines  economy  and  practicability, 
both  in  the  expense  incident  to  the  operating  and  maintenance  of  such 
an  institution. 

On  April  5th  your  committee  visited  Colfax  and  Des  Moines  and 
investigated  several  sites  offered  for  sale,  but  no  definite  action  was 
taken,  other  than  to  appoint  a sub-committee  consisting  of  Bros.  John 
P.  White  and  L.  P.  Joyce  to  negotiate  and  secure,  if  possible,  some  prop- 
ositions that  in  their  judgment  would  receive  consideration  by  the  gen- 
eral committee,  and  Chairman  White  was  authorized  to  call  a meeting 
of  the  committee  at  some  convenient  point  and  date  for  further  consider- 
ation. 

Your  committee  was  again  called  to  meet  in  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  on 
April  25-26,  and  after  a careful  consideration,  as  well  as  a free  and  full 
discussion  of  the  several  propositions  submitted,  decided  that  the  most 
available  site  offered,  taking  into  consideration  every  vital  detail  in  con- 
nection with  this  great  and  laudable  enterprise,  was  to  recommend  the 
purchase  of  the  plant  and  building  known  as  the  “Des  Moines  Sanitar- 
ium,” situated  some  four  blocks  north  of  the  State  Fair  Grounds.  The 
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building  is  complete  in  every  detail;  equipped  with  heating  and  lighting 
apparatus;  furnished  throughout  ready  for  occupancy  at  a moment’s 
notice,  engine,  boilers,  dynamo,  pumps,  and  an  abundant  water  supply 
for  all  purposes.  The  following  is  a complete  description  of  the  plant, 
etc.: 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  April  26.  1907. 

To  John  P.  White , President,  and  W.  W.  White,  Edwin  Perry,  Fred 

Cousins,  Geo.  O.  Terrell,  L.  P.  Joyce  and  Wm.  Heslop,  Committee 

of  the  State  Miners’  Union. — Gentlemen: 

I will  sell  to  your  Association  and  cause  to  be  conveyed  by  a 
general  warranty  deed,  free  from  all  liens  of  others,  the  Sanitarium 
plant,  near  to  and  north  of  the  State  Fair  Grounds,  in  the  City  of  Des 
Moines,  Polk  county,  Iowa,  and  deliver  you  the  possession  of  the  same 
for  the  consideration  of  $25,000  cash. 

The  plant  consists  of  a three  and  four  story  building,  west  front, 
150x50  feet,  and  the  south  exposure  50x56  feet,  which  includes  the  din- 
ing room  and  kitchen  projection.  It  has  65  rooms  besides  the  ten  pri- 
vate bath  rooms,  a barn  30x30  feet  with  basement,  grain  bins,  harness 
room,  carriage  room  and  hay  mow  and  room  for  at  least  eight  horses 
and  cows;  also  chicken  house. 

All  furniture  belonging  originally  to  the  plant,  which  was  fully  fur- 
nished and  all  since  purchased.  I reserve  of  the  furnishings  just  what 
I stored  there  from  my  home  on  West  Seventh  street,  also  a hot  air  bath, 
physician  chair  and  Sells’  battery  cabinet. 

There  also  belongs  to  the  plant,  office  safe,  gramaphone,  sleigh,  and 
all  personal  property,  stoves,  carpets,  bedding  and  all  things  of  value, 
except  as  above  reserved. 

As  to  the  land,  I will  move  the  north  line  47^2  feet  further  north, 
which  includes  all  the  ploughing  and  leaves  only  100  feet  to  the  extreme 
north  fence,  which  contains  the  foundation  as  shown  you  yesterday,  and 
as  to  this  extra  47^4  feet  I can  give  you  a perfect  title  at  once,  which 
makes  the  north  line  of  the  tract  I propose  to  give  you  include  147^ 
feet  more  than  the  original  tract,  which  is  now  fenced,  and  this  tract 
includes  the  new  well.  The  land  legally  described  is  as  follows:  Lots 

62  and  63,  block  6,  with  the  two  wells  and  steel  towered  windmill,  north- 
west of  the  main  building,  and  also  in  front  of  the  main  building,  lots 
1,  2,  3,  78,  79  and  80  of  block  7,  as  originally  laid  out  and  known  as  the 
Hyde  Park  addition  to  the  city  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  also  commenc- 
ing at  a point  on  the  east  side  of  Summitt  street,  where  the  north  line 
of  Clinton  street  in  Hyde  Park  would  strike,  if  extended  east,  thence 
north  860y2  feet,  which  extends  the  line  147J4  feet  north  of  the  original 
tract  as  now  fenced,  thence  east  396  feet,  thence  south  860^  feet, 
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thence  west  396  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  which  takes  in  all  the 
buildings,  barn  and  park,  and  all  the  land  from  the  white  post  fence 
south  to  the  barn.  There  goes  with  this  description  a lease  with  the 
Glenwood  Coal  Company  for  all  the  coal  under  the  same  at  a royalty 
of  \2l/2  cents  per  ton  with  a minimum  royalty  of  at  least  $100  a year, 
which  commences  March  3,  1904,  and  no  amount  has  been  mined  as  yet 
from  the  said  mine  and  no  amount  of  royalty  paid. 

I will  give  you  thirty  days  in  which  to  close  the  deal,  but  as  an 
evidence  of  good  faith  and  to  further  bind  myself  I desire  $1,000  forfeit 
to  be  paid  to  me,  balance  to  become  due  within  the  thirty  days  upon  the 
presentation  of  warranty  deeds,  with  abstracts  showing  good  title,  clear 
of  all  liens  of  others.  If,  however,  any  lien  should  appear  against  the 
property  or  any  part  of  it,  it  is  agreed  that  double  the  amount  of  such 
claim  shall  be  retained  by  you  until  the  same  is  removed  and  the  deal 
in  other  respects  to  be  fully  closed  as  herein  stated. 

At  any  time  after  the  acceptance  of  this  proposition,  if  you  so  de- 
sire, you  can  place  a custodian  in  charge  of  the  property  or  do  any  im- 
proving on  the  same  as  you  desire. 

Witness  my  hand  on  this  26th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1907.

The  committee  hereby  recommends  the  purchase  of  the  plant,  build- 
ing and  grounds,  embracing  approximately  11  acres  of  valuable  land,  as 
well  as  all  personal  property  as  described  in  the  option.  As  a further 
indication  of  the  value  of  the  land,  we  learn  that  all  adjoining  land  is 
valued  at  $1,000  per  acre.  We  also  find  that  the  property  originally  cost 
$75,000. 

To  operate  and  maintain  such  an  institution  will  necessitate  the  hir- 
ing of  a person  to  act  as  custodian  and  purchasing  agent;  also  a person 
having  a general  knowledge  and  experience  in  handling  and  operating 
machinery. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  members  of  all  Local 
Unions  suspend  work  at  noon  on  May  11,  1907,  provided  the  operator 
will  consent  to  the  same.  Local  Unions  must  arrange  locally  for  a half 
holiday  on  this  date.  Wherever  it  is  the  custom  to  work  in  the  after- 
noon on  pay  days  if  a half  holiday  is  not  granted  the  election  must  be 
held  after  working  hours  for  the  purpose  of  voting  on  the  following 
propositions,  all  of  which  are  embodied  in  one  general  and  abstract 
proposition: 

1st — Shall  the  committee  be  empowered  to  purchase  the  plant  and 
building,  etc.,  at  a cost  of  $25,000? 

2nd — Shall  the  committee  be  empowered  to  draft  rules,  regulations 
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and  laws  to  govern  the  institution,  and  also  act  as  a Board  of  Trustees 
until  our  next  annual  convention,  in  March,  1908? 

3rd — Shall  said  prospective  trustees  be  empowered  to  hire  all  neces- 
sary help;  provide  funds  to  defray  all  expenses  for  salaries  and  sup- 
plies necessary  in  the  maintenance  of  said  institution? 

Ballots  will  be  furnished  each  Local  Union.  The  Canvassing  Board 
should  count  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  and  against  and  forward  the 
result  of  the  votes  cast  in  a sealed  envelope  so  as  to  reach  the  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer not  later  than  May  18,  1907. 

Those  voting  in  favor  of  adopting  the  report  and  recommendations 
of  the  committee  will  vote  “yes”  by  placing  an  (X)  in  the  upper  square 
on  the  ballot.  And  those  voting  against  the  committee’s  report  and  rec- 
ommendations will  vote  in  like  manner  by  placing  an  (X)  in  the  lower 
square.  (Signed)

The  Committee  after  canvassing  the  vote  cast  was  adjourned  sine 
die. 


Many  of  our  members  voted  on  the  proposition  anticipating  that 
the  establishing  of  a home  and  hospital  would  increase  our  financial  bur- 
dens, and  others  favored  different  plans  from  that  submitted  by  the  com- 
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mittee.  However,  the  question  is  closed  for  the  present  at  least,  or  until 
some  future  convention  should  take  the  matter  up  again. 

The  Joint  Boards  of  Operators  and  Miners  held  a meeting  on  the 
23d  and  transacted  the  following  business: 

Messrs.  H.  L.  Waterman  and  Edwin  Perry  were  elected  chairman 
and  secretary  respectively. 

The  first  question  taken  up  was  the  charges  preferred  against  Peter 
Thomas,  superintendent,  by  the  Seymour  Local  Union,  and  after  hearing 
all  the  evidence  from  both  sides,  the  following  resolution  was  passed: 

We,  the  Board,  after  having  heard  the  evidence  in  the  Seymour  case, 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  provocation  offered  by  Mr.  Cousins  was  not 
sufficient  to  warrant  Mr.  Thomas  in  ejecting  Mr.  Cousins  from  his  home 
on  the  evening  mentioned  in  the  charges,  and  we  recommend  that  Mr. 
Thomas  make  an  apology  for  his  conduct  to  this  Board,  and  that  this 
shall  end  this  unpleasant  affair,  Mr.  Cousins  having  stated  that  if  any 
act  or  statement  made  by  him  was  construed  by  Mr.  Thomas  as  dis- 
courteous or  ungentlemanly,  that  he,  Mr.  Cousins,  regrets  the  same  and 
hereby  makes  an  apology  for  the  same.  (Adopted  as  read.) 

The  next  question  submitted  was  an  appeal  from  L.  U.  2140  of  White 
City,  charging  the  company  with  abusing  the  56  hours  a week  clause. 

The  local  union  having  failed  to  send  a representative  to  defend  its 
interests,  action  was  deferred,  Mr.  Perry  agreeing  to  take  the  matter 
up  with  the  company  personally  and  if  possible  arrange  some  equitable 
solution  of  the  matter. 

The  Miners’  Board  consented  to  allow  machines  to  run  48  hours  per 
week  when  the  mine  works  full  time,  or  the  same  number  of  hours  the 
mine  works,  exclusive  of  the  time  required  in  repairing  the  machines 
when  broke  down.  (This  concession  is  in  harmony  with  Paragraph  1 
of  Decision  51,  in  published  decisions  of  Joint  Boards.) 

There  are  no  important  decisions  of  a general  character  for  publi- 
cation at  this  time.

CIRCULAR  NO.  5. 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  July  29,  1907. 

To  All  Local  Unions  Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  District  13,  U.  M.  W.  of 
A. — Greeting : 

At  a meeting  of  the  Joint  Boards  of  Operators  and  Miners,  held  in 
the  city  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  on  July  23  and  24,  1907,  the  following 
questions  were  decided: 

The  Board  organized  by  electing  H.  L.  Waterman  and  Edwin  Perry 
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Chairman  and  Secretary  respectively,  the  members  of  both  Boards, 
with  the  exception  of  S.  W.  White,  being  present. 

The  first  question  under  consideration  was  the  demand  of  the  min- 
ers for  the  removal  of  E.  Roberts  as  mine  foreman  of  Mine  No.  2,  Saylor 
Coal  Co.  President  White  and  Commissioner  Reese  were  authorized  to 
draft  resolutions  of  censure  as  a basis  of  settlement  of  this  case.  The 
following  are  the  resolutions: 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  July  26,  1907. 

We,  the  undersigned,  representing  the  Joint  Boards  of  Operators 
and  Miners,  to  whom  was  referred  the  function  of  drafting  resolutions 
of  censure  in  the  Saylor  No.  2 case,  have  agreed  on  the  following: 

The  evidence  in  this  case  discloses  the  fact  that  for  some  time  past 
there  has  existed  between  the  Saylor  No.  2 miners  and  Mr.  Roberts  a 
feeling  of  bitterness,  and  while  both  sides  disclaim  responsibility  for  the 
strained  and  unpleasant  relations;  yet  the  first  paragraph  in  the  written 
charges,  which  was  admitted  by  the  mine  foreman,  while  not  sufficient 
to  warrant  removal;  yet  we  regret  that  any  man,  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  protecting  the  lives  and  health  of  the  company’s  em- 
ployes, should  so  far  forget  this  important  duty  and  ignite  shots  while 
other  men  were  present  in  the  mine. 

2nd.  And  so  far  as  the  Board  is  concerned  he  may  be  continued  in 
his  present  position  with  the  understanding  that  this  Board  expects  him 
and  all  other  mine  foremen  to  live  up  to  the  Agreement,  Laws  and  De- 
cisions and  treat  all  employes  with  courtesy  and  fairness.

Second.  The  Green  Ridge  case  wherein  the  miners  claimed  the 
right  for  an  employe  to  square  up  his  place  on  leaving  the  employ  of  the 
company.  The  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  President  White  and 
Commissioner  Reese  for  settlement. 

Third.  The  Master  Mechanic  case  from  Seevers  was  the  next  ques- 
tion under  consideration.  This  case,  after  much  discussion  and  failure  to 
agree  upon  a basis  of  settlement  was  dropped  for  the  present. 

The  Board  adjourned. 

The  Executive  Board  met  after  adjournment  of  the  Joint  Boards 
and  it  was  voted  to  recommend  to  our  next  convention  the  printing  of  our 
next  Joint  Agreement  in  the  Italian  and  Croation  languages.  The  de- 
mand of  late  for  these  agreements  has  been  such  as  to  warrant  us  in 
making  this  recommendation. 

The  local  unions  are  hereby  notified  and  cautioned  not  to  assume 
any  financial  responsibilities  over  deceased  members  of  other  districts, 
or  those  not  in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  death,  with  the  expectation 
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of  receiving  death  benefits  from  the  District  Organization.  We  deem  this 
necessary  owing  to  the  many  complications  that  have  arisen  in  the  past, 
and  while  the  District  Organization  is  willing  to  assume  and  pay  every 
bona  fide  claim  for  death  benefits,  we  deem  it  essential  to  protect  the  Or- 
ganization against  any  invalid  claims. 

Up  to  the  present  time  only  one  important  decision  has  been  ren- 
dered, which  is  in  regard  to  a fine  at  Saylor  No.  2,  and.  is  as  follows: 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  July  26,  1907. 

Decision  by  Perry  and  Reese. 

First.  It  is  hereby  agreed  that  the  fine  collected  at  Saylor  No.  2 
shall  be  remitted. 

Second.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  Resolution  No. 
19  provides  for  the  fining  of  the  Local  Union  when  they  instruct  their 
officers  to  “advise  or  encourage  men  not  to  work  where  they  have  a 
right  to  work  under  the  Agreement.”

CIRCULAR  NO.  6. 

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  November  18,  1907. 

To  All  Local  Unions  Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  District  13,  U.  M.  W.  of 

A. — Greeting : 

Brothers:  For  some  time  past  the  country  has  experienced  great 

difficulty  in  financial  circles  in  furnishing  sufficient  funds  to  supply  the 
demands  of  employers  of  labor  to  meet  their  pay  rolls. 

It  was  only  by  extraordinary  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  operators  and 
your  District  Organization  that  our  members  were  paid  in  cash  on  No- 
vember 9,  1907.  Yet  there  were  some  exceptions  to  this  rule.  And 
while  every  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  banks  to  continue 
to  furnish  a sufficient  amount  of  money  to  supply  future  demands  in  or- 
der that  the  pay  rolls  could  be  paid  as  provided  in  our  agreement,  yet 
we  cannot  anticipate  to  what  extent  they  may  have  the  ability  to  respond 
to  our  wishes  along  the  lines  indicated. 

Much  as  we  regret  the  situation  as  it  forces  itself  upon  us,  yet,  the 
interests  of  the  public  demand  that  we,  as  an  organization,  should  co- 
operate with  the  business  and  commercial  interests  of  our  country  to 
keep  the  wheels  of  industry  in  motion.  To  advocate  or  advise  any  dif- 
ferent policies  would  be  suicidal  to  our  own  interests  and  welfare,  and 
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would  have  a tendency  to  turn  the  tide  of  public  opinion  against  the 
Trades  Union  Movement,  and  we  frankly  and  candidly  admit  that  we 
cannot  at  this  period  in  our  history  do  anything  that  would  cause  our 
Organization  to  lose  the  respect  and  confidence  of  the  public,  much  less 
complicate  the  financial  situation  by  our  refusal  to  depart  from  the  rule 
laid  down  in  our  agreement  governing  cash  payments. 

Your  officers  would  advise  that  our  members  accept  checks  that  are 
guaranteed  by  the  operators  to  be  redeemable  at  their  face  value,  for 
partial  payment  of  the  amount  due  until  further  notice. 

It  is  further  distinctly  understood  that  any  and  all  checks  that  may 
be  issued  for  wages  will  not  relieve  the  company  issuing  said  checks 
from  their  obligation  under  our  agreement,  and  our  members  are  ad- 
vised not  to  accept  any  discount  on  any  checks. 

Our  government  is  now  paying  its  postal  obligations  in  part  with 
drafts  on  New  York  exchange.  We  mention  this  fact  in  order  that  our 
members  can  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  financial  situation. 

Find  decision  of  Joint  Boards  accompanying  this  circular.

OFFICIAL  CIRCULAR. 

At  a meeting  of  the  Joint  Board  of  Operators  and  Miners  held  in 
Ottumwa,  Iowa,  on  the  19th  day  of  November,  1907,  the  following  reso- 
lutions were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas:  It  was  only  by  extraordinary  efforts  on  the  part  of  the 

operators’  and  miners’  officials  that  the  miners  were  paid  in  currency  on 
November  9th,  and  while  every  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  on 
the  banks  to  furnish  a sufficient  amount  of  currency  to  supply  future  de- 
mands, we  find  that  it  is  seemingly  impossible  to  raise  all  the  currency 
to  pay  the  forthcoming  pay  rolls.

this  method  of  payment  is  to  continue  only  so  long  as  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary; such  necessity  to  be  determined  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  further:  That  this  decision  be  signed  by  the  President 

and  Secretary  of  the  respective  organizations,  and  a copy  forwarded  to 
each  local  union  and  each  operator.

ments and  levies,  to  within  three  months  of  the  time  of  holding  the  con- 
vention, in  which  delegates  are  claiming  seats.  Locals  having  more  than 
one  vote  may  at  their  option  send  one  delegate  for  each  vote,  or  allow 
one  delegate  to  cast  them  all,  provided,  no  delegate  be  allowed  to  cast 
more  than  five  votes,  and  all  small  locals  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
fifty  members  or  less.

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  January  8,  1908. 

The  Joint  Board  of  Miners  and  Operators  met  at  the  Savery  hotel, 
and  organized  by  the  election  of  H.  L.  Waterman  as  Chairman,  and 
Edwin  Perry,  Secretary. 

The  first  question  under  consideration  was  the  Colfax  Stable  Boss 
controversy.  The  matter  was  discussed  for  several  hours,  and  failing  to 
arrive  at  any  solution  of  it,  it  was  referred  to  Commissioner  Reese  and 
President  White  for  adjustment. 

The  next  question  was  a discharge  case  at  Saylor  Mine  No.  2, 
wherein  our  Board  Member,  Mr.  Swanson,  accepted  a place  mining  coal 
for  the  discharged  employe,  in  lieu  of  reinstatement,  with  the  expecta-

tion  of  arbitrating  the  question  of  compensation.  The  Board  was  un- 
able to  agree  on  any  compromise  of  this  matter;  hence  it  was  dropped 
by  the  Miners’  Board. 

The  Maple  Block  Night  Watch  case  was  also  under  consideration, 
discussed  and  dropped  for  want  of  jurisdiction.  Commissioner  Reese 
and  Vice  President  White  agreed  to  take  the  matter  up  later  on  its 
merits. 

The  Joint  Board  voted  that  hereafter  all  joint  decisions  to  be  bind- 
ing must  be  in  writing.  This  was  adopted  unanimously,  and  hereafter 
all  decisions  must  necessarily  be  in  writing,  to  be  effective. 

The  Joint  Board  also  agreed  to  meet  in  joint  conference  in  the  city 
of  Des  Moines,  on  March  17,  1908,  at  2 o’clock  p.  m.  for  the  purpose  of 
negotiating  a scale  of  wages,  etc., for  the  term  commencing  1908. 

The  attention  of  our  local  unions  is  called  to  the  fact  that  while  a 
majority  of  our  local  officers  are  doing  all  in  their  power  to  adjust  local 
grievances  at  home,  yet  there  are  many  instances  where  questions  of 
minor  importance  are  referred  to  the  District  Office  without  any  effort 
to  adjust  the  same  locally,  and  while  there  is  no  disposition  on  the  part 
of  the  District  officers  to  evade  any  responsibility,  yet  in  justice  to  the 
Organization  many  of  the  grievances  should  be  adjusted  as  indicated 
above,  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  the  Organization,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  henceforth  our  local  officers  will  bear  this  in  mind  and  co- 
operate with  the  District  Organization  along  the  lines  suggested,  and 
whenever  there  is  a disposition  on  the  part  of  an  operator  to  refuse  to 
deal  with  the  local  officers  that  fact  should  be  made  known  to  the  Dis- 
trict Organization  so  that  the  matter  may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Operators’  Commissioner.

Oskaloosa,  Iowa,  February  1,  1908. 

To  the  Local  Unions  of  District  No.  13,  U.  M.  W.  of  A.— Greeting: 

As  the  time  for  holding  our  election  for  District  Officers  is  near  at 
hand,  the  Executive  Board  authorized  your  Secretary-Treasurer  to  issue 
a circular  letter  of  instructions  to  all  Local  Unions,  in  order  that  our 
election  may  be  conducted  in  a proper  manner.  Hence,  all  Locals  will 
be  governed  by  the  following  rules: 

First. — The  day  of  election  shall  be  Saturday,  February  22,  1908. 
All  voting  must  be  done  at  the  regular  meeting  place  on  the  above  date, 
which  is  a legal  holilday. 

Second. — Local  officers  shall  act  as  tellers.  It  shall  be  their  duty 
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to  canvass  the  vote  cast  for  the  various  candidates.  The  same  shall  be 
attested  by  the  local  president  and  secretary,  and  under  the  seal  of  the 
Local  Union.  They  shall  fill  out  the  tally  sheets  accordingly  and  return 
the  original  sheet  in  an  envelope  marked  “election  returns,”  enclosing 
nothing  else,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  District  Secretary-Treasurer’s 
office  not  later  than  February  27,  1908,  and  retain  the  counting  sheet  in 
the  local  office. 

Third. — Local  Unions  are  hereby  authorized  to  use  any  and  all  hon- 
orable means  to  get  the  vote  out,  even  to  the  extent  of  levying  a fine, 
unless  a sound  excuse  is  given. 

Fourth. — Local  Unions  shall  notify  all  their  members  one  week  prior 
to  the  time  set  for  holding  the  election  of  district  officers. 

Fifth. — Individual  ballots  will  be  provided  for  each  member  in  good 
standing,  and  they  shall  be  furnished  to  each  member  by  the  local  offi- 
cers, who  will  be  in  charge  of  the  ballots  and  all  records  of  elections; 
and  they  will  also  see  that  any  member  having  received  a ballot  shall 
deposit  the  same  in  the  ballot  box  for  that  purpose. 

Sixth. — All  voting  must  be  transacted  on  the  above-mentioned  day, 
otherwise  it  will  not  be  counted.  Hence  every  precaution  should  be 
taken  by  the  local  officers  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  election,  in  order 
that  it  shall  be  free  from  corrupt  methods. 

Seventh. — All  used  and  unused  ballots  must  be  retained  in  the  Local 
Union  for  a period  of  three  months  after  election. 

Eighth. — Your  district  secretary  will  have  all  ballots  and  tally  sheets 
forwarded  to  each  Local  Union  by  registered  mail,  or  by  express,  in  time 
for  the  election,  and  in  the  meantime  the  Local  Unions  should  be  pre- 
paring for  the  same,  in  order  that  there  may  be  no  delay  when  the  time 
arrives. 

Ninth. — Each  member  of  the  Local  Union  may  vote  for:  One  can- 

didate for  President;  one  candidate  for  Vice  President;  one  candidate 
for  Secretary-Treasurer;  one  candidate  for  National  Board  Member;  one 
candidate  for  Auditor;  one  candidate  for  Sub-District  Board  Member; 
but  he  is  not  allowed  to  “plump”  his  vote,  or  give  more  than  one  vote 
to  any  one  candidate  for  the  same  office.  Five  sample  ballots  have  been 
forwarded  to  each  Local  Union.  Any  Local  Union  failing  to  receive 
same  will  notify  this  office  at  once. 

Tenth. — It  is  needless  for  your  officers  to  caution  the  Local  Unions 
against  fraudulent  elections,  feeling  that  each  Local  Union  fully  rea- 
lizes the  penalty  awaiting  them  in  case  the  same  might  be  committed. 
Therefore,  we  are  satisfied  that  each  and  every  one  will  carry  out  the 
provisions  contained  herein. 

Eleventh. — The  Auditor  holding  over  for  one  more  year,  being  a 
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resident  of  Sub-District  No.  3,  the  names  of  all  nominees  from  said  Sub- 
District  have  been  omitted  from  the  official  ballot.  See  Section  6 of  Ar- 
ticle 3,  District  Constitution.

The  annexed  report  of  the  Indianapolis  Convention,  Wage  Scale 
and  Conference  Committee  was  then  read  by  Secretary  Perry,  as  fol- 
lows: 

REPORT  OF  SCALE  COMMITTEE  AND  CONFERENCE  COMMITTEE. 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  March  18,  1908. 

To  the  Special  Meeting  of  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention,  United 

Mine  Workers  of  America : 

We,  your  Scale  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of 
defining  the  policy  of  the  organization  in  the  crisis  now  confronting  us, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Modern  civilization  and  industrial  development  receives  its  greatest 
impetus  from  the  production  of  coal.  It  is  the  general  basis  of  manu- 
facturing, transportation  and  artificial  heat.  Any  condition  that  seriously 
disturbs  the  coal  industry  affects  the  entire  community.  No  man,  or 
set  of  men,  co-partnership  or  corporation  can  afford  to  create  a condi- 
tion, for  light  and  transient  reasons,  that  will  stop  the  production  of 
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coal  and  paralyze  the  industries  of  our  country.  Such  a course  can  only 
be  defended  upon  the  grounds  that  some  great  wrong  is  being  perpe- 
trated, or  some  fundamental  principle  of  human  right  invaded,  for 
which  a general  stoppage  of  work  is  the  only  remedy. 

Recognizing  these  truths,  we  have  tried  to  adjust  the  differences 
existing  between  us  and  our  employers  by  other  means  than  strikes. 
Our  present  wage  scale  contracts  generally  expire  on  March  31,  1908. 
On  October  29,  1907,  at  our  invitation,  we  met  the  representatives  of  the 
operators  of  the  central  competitive  coal  field,  composed  of  Western 
Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana  and  Illinois,  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to 
agree  upon  a date  for  holding  an  Interstate  Joint  Conference  to  consider 
and,  if  possible,  adopt  a scale  of  wages  and  conditions  of  employ- 
ment for  the  ensuing  wage  scale  period.  On  three  different  occasions 
since  then  we  have  met  them  for  the  same  purpose.  In  all  of  these 
conferences  the  operators,  with  the  exception  of  Indiana,  have  refused 
to  agree  to  a date  for  such  a conference  either  before  or  after  the  pres- 
ent scale  expires  on  March  31.  In  addition  to  this  we  have  telegraphed 
them  naming  a specific  date,  March  24,  as  a date  for  the  conference  and 
that  invitation,  with  the  same  exception,  they  have  all  declined.  Under 
these  circumstances,  we  must  either  find  some  other  means  of  settling 
our  differences  or  stop  work  when  our  present  contracts  expire. 

In  Missouri,  Kansas,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma  and  Texas,  comprising 
what  is  known  as  the  Southwestern  fields,  we  have  contracts  with  the 
coal  operators  by  which  we  have  agreed  to  meet  them  in  joint  confer- 
ence to  arrange  a wage  scale  before  the  present  one  expires.  A similar 
condition  exists  in  central  Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia,  Western  Ken- 
tucky, Michigan,  Iowa  and  Colorado.  One  of  the  prime  reasons  for  the 
success  which  our  organization  has  attained  is  that  while  we  have  con- 
tended for  the  best  conditions  possible  to  secure  in  making  a scale,  when 
once  it  has  been  agreed  to  we  have  held  it  to  be  inviolable.  We  must 
not  break  these  contracts  now.  For  the  foregoing  reasons  we  recom- 
mend that  the  following  policy  be  adopted: 

1.  That  Districts  14,  21  and  25,  constituting  the  Southwestern 
Scale  District,  be  instructed  to  go  into  a joint  convention  with  the  coal 
operators  of  that  field  for  the  purpose  of  making  a scale  of  wages  and 
conditions  of  employment  for  the  ensuing  scale  year. 

2.  That  the  basis  upon  which  such  scale  shall  be  made  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  present  wage  rates. 

3.  That  all  internal  differences,  local  grievances,  and  inequalities 
be  referred  to  the  Southwestern  Interstate  Conference  for  adjustment 
in  their  interstate  convention,  or  otherwise,  as  their  judgment  may  dic- 
tate. 
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4.  That  the  same  conditions  be  applied  to  Districts  2,  13,  15,  17, 
23  and  24,  where  joint  conferences  are  to  be  held. 

5.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  operators  of  the  central,  com- 
petitive coal  field,  composed  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Indiana 
and  Illinois,  having  refused  to  meet  us  in  interstate  convention  prior  to 
the  expiration  of  our  present  contract,  or  at  any  other  specific  date,  each 
district  be  authorized  to  negotiate  agreements  with  the  operators’  asso- 
ciation of  their  respective  districts  or  where  the  operators  have  no  as- 
sociation, then  with  them  collectively  within  the  district. 

6.  That  the  basis  upon  which  such  agreement  shall  be  made  shall 
be  not  less  than  the  present  wage  rates. 

7.  That  all  internal  differences,  local  grievances,  and  inequalities 
be  referred  to  the  respective  districts  of  the  central  competitive  field  for 
adjustment. 

8.  That  where  contracts  are  arranged  in  any  wage  scale  confer- 
ence with  the  operators  collectively  the  fact  that  some  operators  in  the 
conference  may  have  operations  in  some  other  district  where  a con- 
tract has  not  been  signed  shall  not  be  a bar  to  signing  the  agreement 
collectively. 

9.  That  if  the  districts,  or  groups  of  districts,  fail  to  secure  a 
contract  with  their  operators  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  con- 
tract, through  the  coal  operators’  association,  or  collectively,  the  question 
of  making  contracts  by  other  methods,  shall  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the 
International  Executive  Board  and  the  districts  affected. 

10.  That  all  of  the  foregoing  contracts  be  made  for  a period  of 
one  year. 

11.  That  an  assessment  of  50  cents  per  month  beginning  with  May 
1 to  be  paid  to  the  International  Organization,  be  levied  upon  all  mem- 
bers whose  contracts  extend  beyond  April  1,  1908. 

12.  That  those  members  for  whom  contracts  shall  be  made  to  take 
effect  on  April  1,  or  thereafter,  be  required  to  pay  an  assessment  of  50 
cents  per  month,  beginning  with  the  first  month  in  which  they  work  after 
April. 

13.  That  the  International  Executive  Board  be  given  authority  to 
increase,  decrease  or  discontinue  the  assessment  whenever  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  situation  may  require. 

14.  That  where  contracts  are  made  to  take  effect  April  1,  or  there- 
after, the  miners  shall  proceed  to  work  under  such  contracts. 

15.  That  where  contracts  have  not  been  made  by  April  1,  and 
joint  conferences  are  being  held  at  that  time  for  the  purpose  of  nego- 
tiating a contract,  the  district,  or  districts,  in  said  conference,  shall 
have  authority  to  continue  at  work  pending  the  result  of  such  conference. 

16.  That  where  no  contract  has  been  made  prior  to  April  1,  and 
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no  joint  conference  is  being  held  at  that  time,  to  negotiate  a wage 
scale,  a suspension  of  work  shall  take  place  until  an  agreement  has  been 
secured,  except  where  joint  wage  conferences  of  representatives  of  op- 
erators and  miners  of  districts,  meet,  they  are  then  authorized  to  re- 
sume operations  pending  final  negotiations  and  signing  a contract. 

17.  That  details,  not  herein  specified,  be  referred  to  the  Interna- 
tional Executive  Board  and  the  districts  affected,  to  be  arranged.

Be  it  resolved  that  all  mines  in  District  13  cease  work  March  31st 
and  remain  idle  until  a new  contract  has  been  made  and  properly  signed. 

Convention  adjourned  until  1:30  p.  m. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

Convention  reconvened  pursuant  to  adjournment  at  1:30  p.  m. 
President  White  in  the  chair. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  chair  be  authorized  to  select  a com- 
mittee to  wait  on  the  operators  and  notify  them  that  we  will  not  be 
ready  to  meet  in  joint  convention  until  3 o’clock.  (Carried.)

Delegate  Gilbride  moved  the  adoption  of  Paragraph  15  of  Indian- 
apolis Conference  Committee’s  report  in  lieu  of  the  resolution  offered 
by  Delegate  Rice  at  the  forenoon  session.  Seconded. 

Secretary  Perry  and  President  White  offered  as  a substitute  for  the 
entire  subject  matter  under  discussion  the  following  resolution: 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  24,  1908. 

To  the  Joint  Convention  of  Operators  and  Miners,  now  assembled: 

Recognizing  the  self-evident  fact  that  the  Coal  Mining  Industry  is 
a potent  factor  in  the  social  and  industrial  development  of  our  state 
and  nation,  manufacturing,  transportation  and  other  kindred  institutions 
that  contribute  so  largely  to  the  comfort  of  our  homes  and  has  made 
possible  our  splendid  civilization,  depends  upon  an  uninterrupted  era 
of  peace  in  the  coal  mining  industry.  A cessation  to  any  extent  in  the 
production  of  coal  can  only  find  justification  when  some  great  wrong  is 
inflicted  or  perpetrated,  or  when  some  momentous  or  fundamental  prin- 
ciple is  involved,  and  even  then  the  interest  of  the  great  masses  of 
our  people  and  the  public  should  receive  serious  consideration  from  the 
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employers  and  employes  alike.  By  way  of  emphasis  to  what  we  have 
reiterated  on  former  occasions,  we  quote: 

• “We  earnestly  hope  that  the  past  has  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of 
our  joint  trade  agreements,  and  that  the  future  will  be  no  exception 
to  this  rule.  Hence  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  employer  and  employe  will 
strain  every  effort  possible  to  cultivate  that  degree  of  harmony  that 
should  of  right  characterize  our  obligations  to  each  other.  The  Joint 
Trade  Agreement  is  a business  proposition  and  the  culmination  of  mod- 
ern thought  and  practical  ideas,  and  when  blended  together  and  per- 
petuated by  a wise  and  conservative  application  of  common  sense  prin- 
ciples and  a desire  to  primote  the  public  welfare,  society  will  applaud 
the  efforts  thus  put  forth.  Trade  agreements  between  employer  and 
employe  are  inspired  with  the  hope  of  adding  stability  to  our  rational 
and  economic  forces  of  modern  civilization.” 

Recognizing  our  obligation  to  the  public,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved:  That  in  the  event  that  the  joint  convention  of  operators 

and  miners,  fail  to  agree  upon  a wage  scale,  to  go  into  effect  by  April 
1st,  that  the  operators  and  miners  agree  to  continue  the  operation  of 
the  mines  pending  negotiations  of  a wage  scale,  and  that  the  prices 
and  conditions  agreed  upon  apply  from  the  1st  day  of  April,  1908,  to 
the  31st  day  of  March,  1909.

Delegate  Rice  of  Local  Union  No.  2741  requested  permission  to 
offer  an  amendment  to  the  pending  resolution,  but  the  chair  ruled  the 
same  out  of  order. 

After  much  discussion  by  the  delegates  it  was  moved  and  seconded 
to  close  debate.  (Carried.) 

The  substitute  offered  by  President  White,  and  Secretary  Perry  was 
voted  upon  and  carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  we  meet  the  operators  in  joint  conference 
on  March  30,  1908,  at  2 o’clock  p.  m.  (Carried.) 

It  was  suggested  by  Delegate  Rice  and  tacitly  agreed  to  by  the 
Convention  that  if  the  date  above  agreed  to  was  not  mutually  satisfactory 
to  the  operators  that  we  agree  to  a secondary  date  that  will  be  mutual  to 
both  interests. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Delegate  Rice  of  Local  Un- 
ion No.  2741 : 

Be  it  resolved  that  in  case  a suspension  of  work  March  31st  is 
necessary,  that  this  suspension  include  every  man  and  boy  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  District  13. 

Resolution  discussed,  but  no  action  taken. 
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Convention  took  a recess  to  meet  the  operators  in  joint  confer- 
ence. After  the  adjournment  of  the  joint  conference  the  following  busi- 
ness was  transacted: 

The  secretary  was  authorized  to  arrange  for  the  printing  of  the 
daily  proceedings  for  distribution  among  the  delegates. 

The  time  for  the  introduction  of  resolutions  was  limited  to  Thursday 
noon. 

Convention  adjourned  to  9 a.  m.  Wednesday.

REPORT  OF  EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  24,  1908. 

To  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of  District  13,  U.  M.  W.  of  A. 

Greeting : 

We  take  this  opportunity  of  reporting  to  the  Convention  briefly 
our  labors  for  the  past  year.  There  were  six  Executive  Board  Meet- 
ings and  four  Joint  Board  Meetings.  The  details  necessitating  such 
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meetings  are  incorporated  in  the  President’s  report,  and  we  deem  it 
unnecessary  to  mention  the  same  in  our  report. 

We  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  convention  to  the  fact  that 
we  should  again  make  every  reasonable  effort  during  the  sessions  of

We  also  desire  to  impress  upon  the  minds  of  the  delegates  that 
every  individual  member  of  the  Board  has  done  all  in  his  power  to 
promote  and  advance  the  interest  of  the  organization,  and  we  congrat- 
ulate the  members  everywhere  for  the  co-operation  and  loyalty  dis- 
played on  all  occasions.  Our  organization  today  stands  as  a concrete 
and  compact  organization.  Its  pre-eminence  is  recognized  by  all  craft 
organizations.  Indeed  the  business  interests  of  our  country  respect 
our  organization  for  the  good  deeds  accomplished  in  the  past,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  our  future  will  be  no  exception  to  this  rule.

My  Dear  Sir:  You  will  be  glad  to  learn  that  the  Hemenway 
amendment  to  the  Legislative  appropriation  bill  which  passed  the  Sen- 
ate today  provides  $195,000  for  investigations  looking  to  the  “in- 
creased safety  and  efficiency  in  mining,”  with  only  two  votes  in  oppo- 
sition. This  Legislative  appropriation  bill  passed  the  House  some  weeks 
ago  without  containing  any  appropriation  for  these  mining  investiga- 
tions, so  that  this  bill  goes  from  the  Senate  back  to  the  House  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  House  to  accept  this  amendment,  which  would  then 
become  a law,  and  the  appropriation  would  be  immediately  available  for 
beginning  investigations. 

The  question  of  interest  now,  therefore,  is  as  to  whether  the 
House  of  Representatives  will  agree  to  this  appropriation  of  $195,000 
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for  the  mine  accidents  investigations;  and  this  depends  much  upon  the 
demand  from  the  outside  for  its  passage.  You  may  rest  assured  that 
as  the  representative  of  the  American  Mining  Congress,  I will  do 
everything  in  my  power  to  secure  the  passage  of  this  appropriation 
item  by  the  House  of  Representatives;  but  you  can  greatly  increase 
the  chances  of  the  passage  of  this  measure  by  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives if  you  will  yourself  write  to  the  members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives from  your  state  urging  them  to  join  in  securing  the  passage 
of  this  appropriation  of  $195,000  by  the  House  for  investigations  look- 
ing into  the  prevention  of  mine  accidents  (Legislative  appropriation 
bill,  p.  121);  and  also  if  you  will  get  other  persons  in  different  parts 
of  your  state  to  write  additional  letters  to  the  members  of  Congress 
on  this  subject. 

This  matter  will  probably  come  to  a vote  some  time  within  a week, 
'and  it  would  therefore  be  well  if  you  can  push  along  the  good  work 
as  rapidly  as  possible.

We  your  Grievance  committee,  having  carefully  weighed  the  evi- 
dence in  the  J.  W.  Winston  appeal  vs  W.  W.  White,  recommend  that  the 
letters  be  not  made  a part  of  the  proceedings. 

This  case  grew  out  of  the  action  of  Vice  President  White  assuming

We  further  recommend  that  the  matter  of  representation  be  con- 
ferred upon  Joseph  Sharp,  this  course  being  satisfactory  to  all  parties 
concerned.

It  having  been  reported  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  take  under 
consideration  the  advisability  of  changing  the  location  of  your  official 
headquarters,  the  undersigned  residents,  business  men  and  taxpayers  of 
the  city  of  Albia,  respectfully  petition  your  Honorable  Body  to  locate 
your  head  offices  in  said  city,  believing  as  we  do  that  it  will  be  to  the 
mutual  interest  of  all  concerned,  and  we  ask  you  to  recognize  the 
fact  that  Albia  is  situated  in  the  center  of  the  principal  mining  popu- 
lation in  the  state  of  Iowa,  easily  accessible  by  railroad  in  all  direc- 
tions, with  splendid,  good  telephone  communication,  which  is  constantly 
being  bettered  by  the  placing  of  copper  wire  in  its  system.  We  have 
recently  established  one  of  the  best  water  systems  in  the  state  of  Iowa, 
owned  by  the  municipality;  we  are  surrounded  by  the  best  moral  in- 
fluence, our  people  are  aggressive  and  progressive,  eagerly  pressing 
forward  any  and  all  business  enterprises  that  have  a tendency  to  promote 
business  and  industry.

Good  substantial  offices 
can  be  obtained  for  the  accommodation  of  your  officials  and  records  and 
we  feel  that  no  regret  will  be  had  for  having  concluded  to  locate  your 
offices  in  this  city,  if  you  should  see  fit  to  change  from  the  present 
location.  The  citizens  of  Albia,  look  upon  the  United  Mine  Workers  as 
an  organization  to  promote  peace  and  harmony  in  the  industry  that  they 
are  vitally  interested  in,  and  anything  and  everything  within  their  power 
shall  and  will  be  done  to  encourage  and  aid  it  in  its  successful  opera- 
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tions  to  promote  peace  and  harmony  in  business  and  other  ways  be- 
tween its  citizens  and  said  organization. 

On  the  second  ballot  Oskaloosa  received  123  votes;  Centerville 
83;  Des  Moines  70;  Albia  15;  Ottumwa  3. 

On  the  third  ballot  Oskaloosa  received  124  votes;  Centerville,  82; 
Des  Moines,  72;  Albia,  20. 

On  the  fourth  ballot  Oskaloosa  received  117  votes;  Centerville,  106; 
Des  Moines,  73. 

On  the  fifth  ballot  Oskaloosa  received  208^4  votes  and  Centerville 

88^2. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  Oskaloosa  be  made  the  unanimous  choice 
of  this  convention  for  the  headquarters.  (Carried.) 

The  motion  pending  at  the  forenoon  session  on  the  resolution  pro- 
viding for  the  residence  of  the  district  officers  to  be  in  the  same  city 
where  the  headquarters  are  established  was  called  up  and  the  resolution 
was  defeated  by  a vote  of  56  against  and  50  for. 

Bro.  L.  P.  Joyce  addressed  the  convention,  and  his  remarks  were 
well  received  by  the  delegates. 

President  White  was  called  from  the  hall  while  a committee  ar- 
ranged for  the  presentation  of  a durable  and  handsome  leather  settee, 
and  two  rockers.  Bro.  White  was  invited  back  into  the  hall  and  Vice 
President  White,  to  whom  was  delegated  the  function  of  making  the  pre- 
sentation speech,  responded  as  follows: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Fellow  Delegates : 

There  comes  a time  in  each  of  our  lives,  when  we  are  called  upon 
to  do  or  perform  certain  duties,  and  those  duties  sometimes  that  we  are 
called  upon  to  perform  instead  of  giving  us  pleasure,  give  us  consider- 
able pain,  but  today,  I am  called  upon  to  perform  a duty  that  I can 
assure  you  gives  me  the  utmost  pleasure.  That  duty  is  to  confer  and 
present  to  our  retiring  president  a little  token  of  esteem,  contributed  by 
the  membership  of  District  13,  and  given,  not  for  the  value,  which  they 
represent,  but  given  to  present  to  him  and  to  convey  to  him  the  respect 
and  the  esteem  of  the  membership  of  District  13,  as  a token  of  their 
appreciation  for  the  services  rendered  by  the  one  who  is  now  our  re- 
tiring President.  The  one  who  is  to  take  upon  himself  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  that  high  office  of  International  Vice  President  of  the 
United  Mine  Workers  of  America. 

You  will  all  remember  a few  of  the  remarks  made  on  the  occasion 
of  our  last  meeting  in  the  special  convention  held  in  this  city,  and 
that  there  were  some  grievances  that  we  were  trying  to  adjust.  You 
will  remember  at  that  time  that  I made  a few  statements  that  I will 
have  to  make  some  explanation  of  here  at  this  time.  In  speaking  of 
the  duties  that  devolve  upon  us  as  state  officers  to  perform,  you  will 
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remember  that  I made  a statement  something  like  this:  “That  instead 

of  having  bouquets  handed  to  us  as  state  officers  we  were  often  handed 
the  bouquet  that  was  known  as  the  cactus  plant.”  But,  gentlemen  of 
the  convention,  I am  glad  this  afternoon  to  be  able  to  point  to  something 
that  is  in  my  mind,  somewhat  nicer  than  the  cactus  plant  referred 
to,  and  I am  sure  that  as  these  tokens  of  esteem  are  presented  to  our 
worthy  retiring  President,  as  they  are  placed  in  his  home,  it  will  bring 
to  his  mind  and  to  the  mind  of  his  wife  and  family  that  the  men, 
whom  he  has  served  so  long  and  so  faithfully,  notwithstanding  the  crit- 
icism that  might  have  been  given  to  him  in  the  past,  that  there  is  in 
the  heart  of  the  United  Mine  Workers  of  Disrict  13,  an  esteem,  an  ap- 
preciation and  an  affection  that  cannot  at  all  times  be  expressed  in 
words. 

I have  no  doubt  that  as  occasion  presents  itself  to  him  to  recline  in 
one  of  these  chairs  or  on  the  settee,  there  will  be  that  which  will  come 
into  his  mind  that  is  expressed  in  the  lines  of  the  well  known  poet, 
which  I remember  I learned  in  the  days  of  my  childhood: 

“Treasured  in  my  memory, 

Like  a happy  dream 

Are  the  loving  words  she  gave; 

But  the  heart  fondly  cleaves, 

To  these  dry  and  withered  leaves, 

It  is  a flower  from  my  angel  mother’s  grave.” 

While  it  is  not  in  that  sense,  gentlemen,  I say  that  as  occasion  pre- 
sents itself  and  he  reclines  in  these  little  tokens  that  have  been  given  by 
the  membership  of  District  13,  it  will  awaken  in  his  memory  kind 
thoughts  for  the  membership  of  District  13,  which  he  has  served  so  long 
and  so  faithfully,  and  it  will  bring  to  his  mind  many  occasions  and 
scenes  in  which  he  has  been  with  the  membership  of  District  13. 

Now,  Mr.  White,  allow  me  to  present  to  you  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  membership  of  District  13  these  tokens  of  respect  and 
esteem. 

President  White  responded  as  follows: 

I have  observed  secret  caucuses,  I have  heard  tell  of  evil  con- 
spiracies, I have  heard  of  cliques  and  clans,  but  never  in  my  career  have 
I perceived  a more  adroit  piece  of  organized  conspiracy  to  take  a man 
completely  off  his  guard  than  that  which  has  just  been  committed  in 
the  name  of  your  splendid  organization. 

I want  to  say  to  you  my  friends  that  when  I was  but  29  years  of 
age,  I was  working  in  the  mines  of  Pekay,  Iowa,  and  I had  occasion  to 
be  a little  ambitious.  I was  also  in  poor  health.  Coupling  these  two 
things  together,  and  the  kindness  of  my  friends  in  that  local  union,  in 
which  I still  hold  membership,  I was  advised  to  make  the  race  for  Sec-

retary-Treasurer  of  your  organization.  There  was  a vacancy  to  be  filled 
and  my  friends  thought  I had  the  ability  to  fill  it.  I doubted  my- 
self a good  deal,  but  I had  the  encouragement  of  kind  and  solici- 
tous friends  to  goad  me  on  to  the  success  of  my  ideals.  The  contest 
was  entered,  friendly  and  honorable  aspirants  aspired  for  that  honor, 
and  fate  decreed  that  I was  the  successful  one.  In  all  the  years  that 
have  come  and  gone,  in  joys  and  sorrows,  I have  had  the  utmost  cordial 
support  and  friendship  from  those  that  aspired  with  me,  and  in  every 
instance  of  my  career  wherever  there  was  an  honor  to  be  achieved, 
wherever  the  aspirations  of  an  ambitious  young  man  were  to  be  gratified, 
District  13,  if  I just  intimated  that  I would  like  those  honors,  if  I just 
let  some  bosom  friend  know  that  I would  like  to  aspire  to  the  coveted 
place,  to  this  day  they  never  faltered  in  trying  to  do  their  level  best  to 
see  that  I secured  these  honors. 

From  the  first  inception  as  an  officer  of  your  movement  down  to 
the  present  day,  and  even  now,  standing  on  the  threshold  of  the  highest 
honors  that  a young  man  of  my  humble  training  and  career  could  pos- 
sibly dream  of — what  little  I am  today  I more  than  largely  owe  to 
the  men  of  Iowa.  I have  gone  far  and  near  in  your  interest  and  in  the 
general  interest  of  your  great  cause,  but  there  was  always  something 
came  to  my  mind,  and  my  heart,  that  far  outweighed  the  bitter  vicissi- 
tudes of  the  office  that  sometimes  get  burdensome,  and  that  was  the 
fact  that  I believed  that  I had  the  honor  to  represent  one  of  the  grandest 
district  organizations  within  the  folds  of  this  mighty  union.  In  every 
counsel,  and  only  last  week,  standing  with  the  leading  representatives 
from  every  district  in  the  presence  of  the  three  distinguished  national 
officers  that  have  conducted  the  destinies  of  this  great  movement  so 
well,  so  ably,  so  manfully,  I felt  more  than  proud  when  I heard  others 
complaining  of  the  condition  of  their  districts,  and  that  possibly  their  or- 
ganization would  not  be  able  to  survive  an  industrial  conflict  with  their 
employers,  I felt  well  repaid  for  the  long  tedious  endeavor  put  forth  in 
trying  to  get  a unanimous  report  out  of  that  committee  to  guide  the  poli- 
cies and  destinies  of  this  mighty  movement,  in  the  face  of  the  crisis  that 
now  confronts  it.  I say  that  I felt  more  than  repaid  when  I stood  in  the 
presence  of  that  august  committee  and  said:  “Gentlemen,  you  cannot 

name  any  policy  providing  its  tendency  is  progress,  that  District  13  can 
not  subscribe  to.”  I felt  then  and  I feel  so  now  that  even  though  we 
were  not  permitted  to  impose  further  progressive  ideas  for  the  policy  now 
confronting  you,  that  even  though  we  could  not  do  that,  it  was  much 
better  that  we  were  able  to  meet  the  responsibilities  and  give  to  our 
organization  those  accomplishments  and  achievements  than  to  say  and 
pledge  that  they  are  unable  to  take  the  step  that  will  bring  to  the  mem- 
bers of  District  13  the  highest  attainments. 
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I can  say  that  everywhere  I could  speak  for  you  men  without 
bringing  the  tinge  of  blush  to  my  cheek.  I have  stood  in 
your  national  councils,  and  possibly  I received  more  distinction  than 
was  my  due,  but  everywhere  that  I have  went  I have  proclaimed  the 
grandeur  of  this  little  organization  in  Iowa,  that  until  today  she  is  recog- 
nized among  the  organizations  of  this  country  as  one  of  the  banner 
organizations.  It  has  not  yet  attained  its  ideals,  but  stands  on  the 
threshold  of  greater  and  grander  accomplishments  for  the  future  years. 

I want  to  say  to  you  my  friends  that  words  cannot  express  at  this 
time  my  feeling  for  all  the  loyal  devotion  you  have  shown  me  in  the 
things  that  I have  attempted  in  the  interest  of  your  cause,  but  if  there  is 
any  debt  to  be  contracted,  if  there  is  anything  to  be  due,  I think 
now  that  I have  contracted  a debt  in  the  services  of  this  great 
movement  that  I will  never  be  able  to  repay,  and  as  Brother  White 
has  said:  times  came  in  my  career  when  men  would  oppose  my  poli- 
cies, but  as  I said  in  my  report,  I had  no  censure  to  offer  and  felt 
that  the  conduct  of  my  office  was  such  that  I had  no  apologies  to  make. 

I shall,  when  far  removed  from  the  pleasant  scenes  that  now  sur- 
round me,  in  the  midst  of  happiness  and  confidence,  be  reminded  in  ac- 
cepting these  beautiful  gifts,  which  I know  were  not  given  for  their  in- 
trinsic value,  which  are  well  worth  the  respect  and  admiration  of  any 
one  receiving  them,  and  will  feel  that  in  future  years,  that  at  one  time  in 
my  life  had  it  not  been  for  you  I might  have  grown  to  be  meaning- 
less, or  never  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  my  fellow  men,  and  I 
wish  to  reiterate,  that  which  I have  often  said  on  former  occasions, 
I place  a higher  value  upon  the  love,  loyalty,  devotion  and  self- 

denial  manifested  by  these,  which  you  give  to  me  with  your  good  will 
on  my  departure  from  official  relationship  with  your  union.  I place 
a higher  value  on  that  than  what  money,  power  and  position  gives 

I want  to  say  to  you  my  friends,  that  in  the  years  that  I have  had 
anything  to  do  with  your  organization,  I have  differed  with  my  col- 
leagues, I have  differed  with  you  and  you  in  turn  have  differed  with 
me,  and  there  is  just  one  thing  more  the  few  days  that  I have  got  to 
serve  you  as  president  that  strengthens  me  in  the  hope  that  you  will 
all  rejoice  in.  All  the  years  that  I have  had  anything  to  do  with 

your  organization  and  I don’t  want  to  claim  the  credit  for  this.  You 

have  always  surrounded  me  with  able,  honorable  and  upright  rep- 

resentatives in  every  instance  and  on  every  board.  I want  to  say  that 
no  deception  or  disloyalty  has  been  ever  allowed  to  enter  our  offi- 
cial circle  and  no  wonder  I feel  amply  repaid.  I never  entered  this 
movement  to  acquire  money  or  power.  I entered  the  service  of  your 
organization  years  ago  as  your  salaried  officer  at  $25.00  per  month,  and 
just  as  soon  as  the  organization  took  on  the  elements  of  strength,  in 
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every  instance  you  in  turn  made  it  possible  for  me  to  enjoy  a fair 
salary,  and  I feel  more  than  repaid,  even  though  I made  a great  sacri- 
fice to  those  whom  I love  so  dearly.  I feel  that  you  placed  me  in  a 
position  where  I could  learn  something  that  the  schools  of  learning 
could  not  give  me,  and  if  every  young  man  took  the  right  idea  of  the 

views  of  life,  he  would  not  be  seeking  to  get  something  from  the 
world,  but  would  be  trying  to  give  something  to  the  world.  I feel 
that  *1  would  be  more  than  repaid  in  having  your  confidence  here  today, 
and  in  leaving  to  my  children,  who  are  now  standing  on  the  threshold  of 
manhood,  an  unblemished  honor,  and  integrity,  and  when  my  race  is 
rnn,  and  the  lamp  of  my  life  has  gone  out,  I left  nothing  to  them  that 
they  might  necessarily  be  ashamed  of.  These  are  some  of  the  ideals 
that  I have  always  had  in  mind. 

I am  now  taking  leave  of  the  organiation  and  will  be  car- 
ried further  away  from  the  ones  that  will  enjoy  these  beautiful  pres- 
ents most.  I want  to  say  to  you  here  this  afternoon  that  I have  re- 
ceived all  the  honors  and  as  I said  more  possibly  than  was  my  due. 
In  every  instance  you  have  supplemented  my  efforts.  The  one  thing 
I am  proud  of  now  is  that  I am  about  to  surrender  to  the  hands  of  him 
whom  you  have  designated  as  my  successor  and  his  associates  the  best 
organization  that  District  13  has  ever  had. 

I want  to  say  to  you  my  friends  that  if  it  became  necessary  for 
you  to  become  engaged  in  a struggle,  you  have  the  organization,  you 
have  the  discipline,  and  you  have  the  munitions  of  war  to  make  the 
employer  take  a keen  interest  in  the  same  and  in  accepting  these  which 
I feel  that  I am  altogether  unworthy  of,  in  accepting  them  for  myself, 
for  my  wife,  my  home  and  my  family,  I feel  that  I am  contracting  an 
additional  obligation  that  I will  never  be  able  to  repay,  and  remem- 
ber, just  as  I said  in  my  report,  the  tempter  will  never  make  me  know- 
ingly leave  the  cause  or  the  principle  that  I feel  lies  so  near  and  dear  to 
my  heart. 

I want  to  say  also  that  in  the  services  of  your  organization  in 
District  13  I have  been  thrown  in  contact  with  the  opposite  side  of  this 
great  question,  and  in  all  my  years  of  service  I have  never  found  one 
of  the  men  on  the  other  side  to  ever  approach  me  with  a question  or 
policy  of  dishonesty.  They  have  never  asked  me,  or  even  intimated 
it,  that  I should  forsake  the  interest  of  our  men  to  gain  ambition,  pride 
or  position  for  myself. 

Gentlemen,  on  behalf  of  myself,  and  in  these  few  words,  so  in- 
adequately expressed,  for  those  whom  I love  near  and  dearly,  I shall  ac- 
cept these  things  and  feel  that  I am  under  lasting  obligations  to  you  for 
your  continued  effort  to  shower  honors  on  me  when  I sometimes  feel 
unable  to  receive  them.  I thank  you. 
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The  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports  read  their  report  and  the  same 
was  taken  up  seriatum. 

OLD  AGED  HOME. 

Committee  concurs  in  recommendation  of  the  president,  and  recom- 
mends that  a committee  of  four  be  appointed  by  the  convention  to 
draft  rules  and  plans  and  submit  same  for  action  thereon  to  the  con- 
vention. 

Substitute  offered  that  the  chair  appoint  a committee  of  five  to 
consider  the  plan  offered  by  the  committee  and  any  other  feasible  plans 
that,  in  their  judgment,  would  meet  the  needs  of  our  organization. 
(Carried.) 

MACHINE  MINING. 

Committee  concurs  in  the  president’s  recommendation  on  this  ques- 
tion. 

Convention  concurs  in  committee’s  recommendation-. 

ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

Committee  refers  to  the  convention  without  recommendations. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  action  on  this  recommendation  of  the  pres- 
ident be  deferred  until  the  special  committee  reports  on  Old  Aged  Home. 
(Carried.) 

SICK  AND  ACCIDENT  FUND. 

Committee  concurs  in  the  president’s  recommendation. 

Convention  concurs  in  the  committee’s  recommendation,  and  in- 
structed the  secretary  to  print  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  of  the 
Mine  Workers’  Benevolent  Fund  of  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  in  our  proceedings. 

These  by-laws  were  endorsed  and  recommended  to  our  Local  Union 
who  may  desire  to  adopt  a similar  method  for  their  sick  and  injured 
members  and  may  be  amended  to  conform  to  their  needs  and  are  not 
mandatory. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  BYLAWS  OF  THE  MINE  WORKERS’  BENEV- 
OLENT FUND,  OTTUMWA,  IOWA. 

ARTICLE  I. 

Section  1.  This  association  shall  be  known  as  the  Mine  Workers’ 
Benevolent  Fund. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  fund  shall  be  composed  of  a Presi- 
dent, Vice  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Board  of  five  (5)  Trustees, 
composed  of  President,  Secretary  and  three  (3)  members  elected;  Sick 
Committee  of  three. 
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Sec.  2.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  by  secret  ballot  for  a term  of 
six  (6)  months,  sick  committee  to  be  elected  for  a term  not  to  exceed 
three  (3)  months  by  standing  vote. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings,  enforce 
all  laws,  and  rules,  sign  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Fund,  appoint  all  com- 
mittees not  otherwise  specified. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice  President  in  the  absence  of  the  President  shall 
assume  the  duties  of  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings,  keep  accurate  rec- 
ords of  its  proceedings;  he  shall  enroll  in  a book  provided  for  that 
purpose  the  names  and  post  office  address  of  all  members  when  joining 
this  Fund.  He  shall  collect  all  dues,  fines  and  assessments,  enter  the 
same  in  a book  provided  for  that  purpose.  He  shall  pay  over  all  moneys 
to  the  Treasurer,  taking  a receipt  for  the  same. 

Sec.  4 The  Treasurer  shall  attend  each  meeting  of  the  Fund,  re- 
ceive all  moneys  due  the  Fund,  giving  his  receipt  for  the  same,  keep 
a regular  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received,  and  paid  by  him, 
and  report  the  condition  to  the  treasury  at  the  end  of  each  month;  pay 
all  orders  authorized  by  vote  of  Fund,  attested  by  the  President  and  Sec- 
retary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Trustees  shall  have  a general  supervision  over  all 
funds  and  other  property.  They  shall,  with  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,,  deposit  all  money  of  the  fund  in  such  bank  as  the 
Fund  may  determine.  They  shall  keep  a record  of  all  matter  pertain- 
ing to  their  office  and  at  the  close  of  each  term  make  a full  report  con- 
cerning the  same. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sick  Committee  to  visit  the 
sick  or  disabled  reported  to  them  at  least  once  a week  and  report  the 
same  to  the  Fund.  They  shall  sign  all  physicians  certificates. 

Sec.  2.  Should  the  sick  committee  entertain  any  doubt  as  to 
whether  a brother  is  so  sick  or  disabled  as  to  prevent  him  from  fol- 
loming  his  usual  occupation,  they  may  call  in  a physician  to  «*mine  the 
case  and  lay  his  opinion  before  the  Fund,  the  Fund  bearing  the  ex- 
pense of  the  examination. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member  of  the  Sick  Committee  failing  to  perform  his 
duties  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  One  Dollar  ($1.00)  nor  more  than 
Five  Dollars  ($5.00). 

ARTICLE  V. 

Section  1.  Any  member  abusing  a Sick  Committeeman  for  the

faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  Two  Dol- 
lars and  Ffty  cents  ($2.50)  nor  more  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00)  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  To  maintain  a fund  for  the  payment  of  benefits,  each 
member  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  the  sum  of  thirty-five  cents  (35c)  per 
month,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  dues. 

Sec.  3.  Any  brother,  a member  in  good  standing  through  accident 
or  sickness  not  brought  on  by  himself  or  by  any  immoral  act  shall  re- 
ceive sick  benefits  to  the  amount  of  four  dollars  per  week  for  the  fol- 
lowing twelve  ( 12)  weeks  and  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  per  week  for  the 
following  eight  (8)  weeks..  No  member  shall  receive  benefits  for  the 
first  week’s  disability. 

Sec.  4 Any  member  who  receives  cash  benefits  and  recovers  his 
health  cannot  enter  upon  another  period  of  twelve  weeks’  cash  bene- 
fits unless  a period  of  three  months  has  elapsed  since  his  former  sick- 
ness, but  shall  continus  on  the  last  period  of  eight  weeks’  benefits. 

Sec.  5 No  member  shall  be  entitled  to  sick  benefits  until  he  has 
been  a member  of  the  Fund  for  at  least  three  months,  subject  to  condi- 
tions laid  down  in  (Sec  3,  Art.  5). 

Sec.  6.  In  case  of  accident  which  may  disable  a member  from  earn- 
ing a livelihood,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  of  the  aforesaid  benefits  from 
the  time  of  his  accident. 

Sec.  7.  No  brother  shall  be  entitled  to  benefits  unless  said 
brother  shall  notify  the  Sick  Committee  so  that  his  sickness  or  injury 
can  be  duly  investigated  and  recommended  by  the  Sick  Committee  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  from  the  attending  physician  signed  by  the 
committee. 

Sec.  8.  No  benefits  shall  be  paid  when  the  members  of  this 
Fund  are  on  strike,  suspension  or  lookout. 

Sec.  9 In  case  the  treasury  shall  at  any  time  be  reduced  to  less 
than  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  the  Fund  shall  be  empowered  either  to 
suspend  the  payment  of  benefits  or  reduce  the  benefits  or  to  levy  an 
assessment  to  replenish  the  same  by  a two-thirds  vote  of  members  pres- 
ent. 

Sec.  10.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a brother  or  a brother’s  wife 
each  member  shall  be  assessed  sufficiently  to  make  the  amount  of  Sev- 
enty-five Dollars  ($75.00),  providing  the  amount  in  the  treasury  does 
not  exceed  $450.00,  the  same  to  be  paid  to  husband  or  wife  as  the  case 
may  be  to  defray  the  funeral  expenses. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  any  single  man  who  is  a member  of  this  Fund 
who  is  supporting  his  widowed  mother  in  case  of  her  death  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  death  benefits. 

Sec.  12.  Should  the  deceased  brother  leave  no  relative  or  friend 
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authorized  to  receive  said  amount  of  Seventy-five  Dollars  ($75.00)  the 
President  shall  take  charge  of  his  funeral,  pay  the  expenses  thereof, 
not  to  exceed  Seventy-five  dollars  ($75.00),  and  report  his  proceedings  to 
the  Fund. 

Sec.  13.  Any  brother  leaving  Ottumwa  to  work  elsewhere  may  re- 
tain his  membership  in  this  Fund  by  paying  Thirty-five  cents  (35c)  per 
month  in  advance,  receive  benefits,  provided  his  physician’s  certificate  is 
presented  as  per  Section  (7),  Article  (5),  and  properly  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary,  and  seal  of  the  local  attached  where 
he  resides.  In  case  any  brother  shall  not  be  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
any  local,  the  physician’s  certificate  shall  be  sworn  to  before  a notary 
public  or  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  14.  Any  member  who  shall  become  in  arrears  for  the  amount 
of  three  months’  dues,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  benefits. 

Sec.  15.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  benefits  who  shall  be  found 
drinking  intoxicating  liquors,  only  as  prescribed  by  his  physician  or  shall 
be  out  at  unreasonable  hours,  not  later  than  8:00  p.  m.,  unless  by 
permission  of  Officers  and  Sick  Committee. 

Sec.  16.  Any  mine  worker  applying  for  admittance  to  this  Fund 
shall  pay  initiation  fee  of  One  Dollar  ($1.00). 

Sec.  17.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the 
amount  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars  ($200.00). 

Sec.  18.  All  money  in  the  treasury  over  One  Hundred  and  Fifty 
Dollars  ($150.00)  shall  be  deposited  in  some  banks  in  the  name  of  the 
Trustees  at  the  end  of  three  months;  all  funds  so  deposited  by  the  Trus- 
tees to  be  reported  at  regular  meetings  of  the  Fund. 

Sec.  19.  The  Fund  shall  meet  on  the  third  (3rd)  Monday  of  each 
month  at  Labor  Hall,  at  7 o’clock,  p.  m. 

Note. — Section  3,  Article  5,  was  amended.) 

RESOLUTION  NO.  55.

Greeting : 

We,  your  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports,  beg  leave  to  state  that 
we  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  our  honored,  efficient,  dis- 
tinguished and  retiring  President.  Also  our  honored  and  distinguished 
Vice  President,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  other  reports  as  well,  and  in 
justice  to  them  we  must  say  that  our  District  Organization  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  the  success  and  achievements  of  the  past,  under 
such  a wise,  conservative  and  businesslike  administration,  and  it  is  the 
unanimous  desire  of  your  committee  that  the  same  policies  that  have 
characterized  our  history  in  the  past  may  be  continued  in  the  future. 

HOME  FOR  AGED  MEMBERS. 

Your  committee  notes  the  President’s  report  on  the  home  for  aged 
members.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  proposition  submitted  to 
our  members  last  year  was  defeated,  yet  from  personal  observation,  we 
do  feel  that  if  a proposition  was  framed  which  might  provide  for  the 
purchase  of  a large  tract  of  land,  say  200  acres  or  more,  we  believe  our 
people  would  look  upon  it  with  favor.  If  this  course  was  pursued  your 
committee  believes  it  could  be  made  to  a large  degree  self-supporting. 
If  such  land  could  be  purchased  or  was  purchased  it  is  a self-evident 
fact  that  it  would  always  be  worth  the  amount  invested.  Then,  suitable 
cottages  could  be  built  to  take  care  of  those  whom  misfortune  in  life 
has  compelled  to  ask  for  charity  and  we  would  recommend  that  the 
convention  take  this  matter  up  for  discussion  and  if  necessary  appoint 
a committee  to  draft  something  tangible  to  report  to  the  convention 
for  some  definite  action. 

MACHINE  MINING. 

We  concur  in  the  President’s  report  on  the  machine  question  and 
recommend  that  the  scale  committee  carry  out  the  policy  recommended. 
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DEATH  AND  ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  our  President  has  made  no  specific  recom- 
mendations in  regards  to  this  fund  and  knowing  that  resolutions  will 
be  presented  applying  to  this  question  we  offer  no  recommendation.

Inasmuch  as  our  national  convention  has  reiterated  its  former  po- 
sition in  regard  to  the  raising  of  the  age  limit  to  16  years  and  our 
President'  recommends  the  same,

templated in  the  state  law,  and  signing  contracts  in  violation  to  joint 
agreement  are  hereby  prohibited,  except  such  contracts  or  arrangements 
have  the  endorsement  of  the  District  Executive  Board. 

Any  willful  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  prompt 
expulsion  from  the  Union  and  advertised  in  the  Mine  Workers’  Journal.

lected shall  be  placed  in  treasury  where  collected  or  checked  off.

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Old  Aged  Home  reported 
as  follows: 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  March  30,  1908. 

To  the  Eleventh  Annual  Convention  of  District  13,  U.  M-  W.  of  A.: 

We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  to  consider  the  plan  offered 
by  the  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports  or  any  other  feasible  plan  that 
would  in  our  judgment  meet  the  needs  of  our  organization,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report  for  your  consideration. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  plan  offered  by  the  Committee  on 
Officers’  Reports,  we  find  it  in  our  judgment  to  be  too  intricate  and 
expensive  in  its  operation,  as  it  would  necessitate  great  expense  for 
hired  help.  This  so  much  more  so,  as  the  different  nationalities  of 
which  this  organization  is  composed,  would  in  many  instances  require 
their  own  surroundings  on  account  of  language  and  customs,  thus  mak- 
ing it  necessary  to  have  several  colonies  on  the  tract. 

PENSION  PLAN. 

We  think  the  Pension  plan  is  the  most  feasible  as  it  will  benefit 
without  imposing  the  many  objectionable  features  of  the  Cottage  and 
Dormitory  plans. 

We,  therefore,  present  the  following  recommendations: 

I.  That  a pension  of  five  dollars  per  month  be  paid  to  members 
who  have  attained  the  age  of  sixty  years  and  have  not  the  ability  or 
means  to  support  themselves.  Provided  that  such  member  has  held 
membership  ten  years  in  District  Thirteen,  U.  M.  W-  of  A.  prior  to  be- 
coming a beneficiary  and  provided  further,  that  said  member  has  fol- 
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lowed  the  vocation  of  a United  Mine  Worker  continuously  during  the 
last  five  years  preceding  the  date  from  which  pension  is  claimed. 

II.  When  a member  claims  pension  and  the  records  for  some  rea- 
son are  not  sufficiently  clear  to  decide  his  claim  an  affidavit  properly 
sworn  and  subscribed  to  before  a notary  public  must  be  procured  in 
lieu  of  such  record. 

III.  We  recommend  that  this  pension  also  apply  to  any  member  in 
good  standing  who  becomes  totally  disabled  through  some  accident  dur- 
ing work  in  or  around  the  mine. 

IV.  In  case  a member  through  unavoidable  sickness  or  accident 
is  prevented  from  complying  with  the  last  porograph  of  Section  1 and 
satisfactory  proofs  to  that  effect  have  been  produced,  such  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  pension. 

V.  We  recommend  that  the  executive  board  be  empowered  to  set 
aside  a sum  sufficiently  large  to  carry  the  expenses  of  this  plan,  said 
sum  to  be  known  as  the  Pension  Fund. 

VI.  We  recommend  that  in  the  event  this  report  is  accepted  by  the 
convention,  it  be  referred  to  a referendum  vote  for  final  ratification.

“2nd.  The  inequalities  existing  among  the  engineers  and  their  clas- 
sification- 

“3.  We  also  call  the  attention  of  the  convention  to  the  report  of 
President  White,  dealing  with  miscellaneous  labor,  which  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  said  report  making  particular  reference  to  de- 
ficient work. 

“Not  wishing  to  burden  the  Convention  with  an  extended  report,  be- 
lieving the  members  of  the  scale  committee,  elected  from  the  various 
sub-districts  are  conversant  with  the  inequalities  existing  therein,  and 
well  able  to  present  same  to  the  joint  scale  committee,  we,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report.

Amended  by  adding  after  word  “nominations”  in  line  four,  stating 
the  number  of  nominations  received  for  the  respective  offices. 
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Amended  by  adding  the  following:  The  correctness  of  the  return- 

ing sheets  must  be  attested  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the 
Local  Union,  and  should  it  be  proven  that  there  have  been  more  votes 
reported  on  the  returning  sheet  than  were  actually  cast  by  the  members 
present  at  the  meeting  where  the  vote  was  taken,  the  whole  vote  of  the 
I ocal  Union  shall  be  thrown  out  and  the  Local  suspended  for  the  period 
of  three  months. 

Article  11  amended  by  adding  the  following  to  be  known  as  Section 
2:  “All  co-operative  and  stockholding  miners  working  in  and  around

agreement  are  hereby  prohibited,  except  such  contracts  or  arrangements 
have  the  endorsement  of  the  District  Executive  Board. 

“Any  willful  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  prompt 
expulsion  from  the  Union  and  advertised  in  the  Mine  Workers*  Journal.” 

Section  12  and  17  inclusive  advanced  to  13  and  18  inclusive. 

Section  19,  20  and  21  are  new  sections  as  follows:

Master  Jno.  Kramer  delivered  oration  on  labor,  which  is  as  follows: 

LABOR. 

Orators  have  extolled  princes  and  kings  and  the  heroes  of  all  the 
fields  of  battle;  poets  have  sung  the  praises  of  the  men  and  things  they 
deemed  worthy  of  remembrance,  but  many  of  them  have  in  selecting 
their  themes  overlooked  that  which  merits  the  highest  tribute  of  praise 
it  would  have  been  possible  for  them  to  bestow:  Labor-  Like  the  rain 

and  the  sunshine  and  the  other  common  but  indispensable  things  that 
we  enjoy,  labor  never  has  been  properly  appreciated.  Without  it  no 
country  could  be  anything  but  a wilderness  and  every  vestige  of  civiliz- 
ation would  soon  disappear  from  a land  in  which  no  labor  was  per- 
formed. Yet  the  world  must  blush  for  shame  when  asked  what  treat- 
ment the  useful  toiler  has  received,  or  is  still  receiving,  at  its  hands. 
Truly  has  it  been  said  that  labor  creates  all  wealth.  Why  then  has  the 
creature  been  permitted  to  rule  the  creator?  To  such  a question  there 
can  be  but  one  answer  and  that  is  that  in  spite  of  reason  and  contrary 
to  the  principles  of  justice  the  few  have  kept  the  many  in  darkness  and 
bondage. 

Laborers  were  first  enslaved  by  the  military  power  of  ancient  na- 
tions, and  custom,  often  more  potent  than  law,  led  succeeding  genera- 
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tions  to  regard  them  as  inferior  beings.  Through  all  the  centuries  of 
the  past  the  sons  of  toil  have  endured  stern  oppression’s  iron  grip  and 
felt  the  weight  of  mad  ambition’s  gory  hand.  But  in  recent  times  men 
have  been  thinking  and  have  dispelled  some  of  the  delusions  under  which 
they  so  long  labored  and  suffered.  They  no  longer  believe  that  duty 
demands  that  they  shall  slay  one  another  that  some  wholesale  murderer 
may  obtain  for  himself  a seat  in  the  temple  of  fame,  nor  can  they  now 
be  induced  to  believe  that  cruel  tyrants,  whom  they  were  once  taught 
they  could  not  disobey  without  insulting  heaven,  rule  by  divine  right. 
Can  it  be  that  they  will  much  longer  believe  that  those  whose  hands  are 
unstained  by  toil  deserve  all  the  good  things  of  life,  while  those  whose 
labor  produced  them  are  entitled  to  nothing  more  than  the  means  of 
a wretched  existence. 

Though  the  condition  of  labor  is  far  from  being  an  ideal  one,  yet 
it  has  vastly  improved  within  the  last  few  centuries.  Slavery  has  been 
abolished  wherever  it  existed  in  the  civilized  portions  of  the  world,  and 
the  once  trampled  serf  has  become  a thinker.  The  force  that  once  util- 
ized ignorance  and  political  power  for  private  greed  or  public  crime  has 
almost  spent  its  strength,  as  the  forms  on  the  board  are  no  longer  ivory, 
but  living,  thinking  men. 

With  the  intelligence  and  power  it  now  possesses,  and  the  valuable 
assistance  of  an  enlightened  public  sentiment,  labor  will  at  no  distant 
day  be  able  to  eliminate  the  sweat  shops  and  other  evils  from  our  indus- 
trial systems  and  will  cease  to  be  a Lazarus  living  upon  the  crumbs  that 
fall  from  the  tables  of  the  rich. 

Labor  will  find,  if  it  has  not  already  found,  the  trades  union  to  be 
a shield  from  which  the  arrows  of  oppression  fall  broken  at  its  feet. 
Labor  is  a mighty  giant,  about  to  rise  from  a long  slumber  and  claim 
his  own. 

From  the  dust,  where  his  proud  tyrants  found  him, 
Unhonored,  scorned  and  betrayed, 

He  shall  rise  with  the  sunlight  around  him, 

And  rule  in  the  realm  he  has  made. 

Moved  and  seconded  to  extend  him  a vote  of  thanks,  and  that  his 
oration  be  made  a part  of  the  proceedings.  (Carried  ) 

Governor  Cummins  addressed  the  Convention. 

Moved  and  seconded  to  extend  to  the  Governor  a vote  of  thanks 
by  a rising  vote.  (Carried.) 

Master  John  Kramer  delivered  oration  on  “Our  Country.” 

Moved  and  seconded  to  take  from  the  table  the  motion  and  amend- 
ment in  regard  to  the  delegates  returning  home  after  adjournment  to- 
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night,  which  were  tabled  at  the  morning  session  until  after  the  Gov- 
ernor’s address.  (Carried.) 

Moved  and  seconded  to  vote  by  roll  call.  (Carried.)  61  for  and 
36  against. 

Amendment  lost.  118  for  and  173  against. 

Original  motion  carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  the  chairman  be  empowered  to  appoint 
two  alternates  for  the  delegates-at-large.  (Carried.) 

Chair  appointed  Frank  L.  Rice  and  David  Yancey. 

Convention  adjourned.  ►
